Others helped to j 
establish the Innocence of falsely accused { 
persons," he said. 

The FBI's Identification Division, which 
serves as a national repository for fingerprint 
Identifying data, received an average of 
nearly 23,000 fingerprint cards eafh working 
day 'throughout 1961. As the year ended. Its ; 
files contained 161,800,000 sets of fingerprints 
• representing an estimated 76,400,000 persons. 

In addition, during' 1961, the FBI Disaster 
^ Squad, a team of experts from the Identlflca- , 
" tlon Division, was sent to the scenes of air 
crashes In 'Colorado, Illinois. Virginia, and 
Belgium, as well as to the scene of a fire and 
explosion In West Virginia, to assist In Iden- 
tifying the bodies of victims. 

At the request of law enforcement agencies 
In all parts of the Nation, the FBI rendered 
assistance In connection with more than^ 
'3,400 local and regional police training 
schools. Additionally, two sessions of the 
FBI National Academy were held— with 150 
officers from 42 States, the District of Colum- 
bia, Canada, Puerto Hlco, and the Hepubllc 
of the Philippines In attendance. The grad- 
uation of these 150 men brought to 4.093 the 
total number of ofilcers wl^o have completed 
this. 12-week CQursc of specialized Instruc- 
tion.- ' ' 

Commenting upon the assistance which 
his Bureau receives from other Investigative 
agencies, Mr. Hoover stated, "Each year the 
bonds of mutual cooperation grow stronger • 
throughout the' entire law enforcement pro-- 
fesslon. Working together, wo are reaching 
'higher peaks of efilclcncy and protection of 
Individual rights than ever before.*'

I enclose a copy of the statement I have put- 
out to the press today dealing mth " the -recent rash 
of visits of OrthodoK clergy from the Communist Bloc 
countries and the efforts of the Orthodox churches 
in these countries * under their control. 

Because I believe that this situation has serious

funtiamentaL religious^ beliefs which 
formed the cornerstone- of' pur public, 
philosophy. Blit he did more thanj^hls.^

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f alling'awayirom those same basic moral 
and ethical convictions. 

Mr. Hoover spoke forcefully and com- 
pellingly of the need to do away with 
sentimentality in our effoxts to control 
the growing crime wave. He said this: 

Fantasy and weakness have too often pre- 
vailed In the administration of justice where 
strength and realism are essential needs. 

There. arc some misguided social workers 
and Judges who have perverted the meaning 
of mercy. When so-called mercy aids socie- 
ty's enemies. It is not longer mercy^ It is 
sheer stupidity, if not worse. Justice is 
' needed— stern Justice. Without such Justice 
our streets — and our families— will continue 
to bo endangered. 

Justice Is not served when tlie innocent 
victim and society suilef while the' vicious 
criminal goes free. 

I believe that everyone wlio reads tliis 
address will profit by it and I,'therefore, 
ask unanimous consent to have It printed 
at this point in the Record. 

There being no objection, the address' 
was ordered to be printed in the Record, 
as, follows: 

Faxth in FRE£Z>0M 
(Remarks of J. Edgar Hoover, Director, Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, before the 
Brotherhood of the Washington Hebrew 
Congregation in Washington, D.C.*, De- 
cember 4,1963) 

This is a great moment In my life. To be 
recognized in this manner by the Brother- 
hood of the Washington Hebrew Congrega- 
tion Is a distinction which I shall cherish 
always. 

I am especially honored by the presence 
of so many "close friends, Including the dis- 
tinguished civic leaders whom you have se- 
lected as recipients of other awards. 

How have these men come to positions of 
prominence In our community? It Is be- 
cause they have dedicated themselves to 
service— they. have eagerly accepted the re- 
spoiisl bill ties' of good citizenship, and they 
are willing to be judged upon thclr.records of 
positive contributions to the cause of de- 
cency and of Justice. 

Decency and justice— these are the high 
aims of this brotherhood. Just' as tHey al- 
ways have been an integral part of the 
Hebrew religion which has given mankind 
the' Ten Commandments and the concept of 
a monotheistic God. For tliesc 'sacred* gifts, 
all true religions of the Western World are 
eternally indebted to you. ' * 

Americans of the Hebrew faith are doubly 
blessed. The rich ciUtural inheritance that 
has been handed, down since early Biblical 
times to generation after generation of Jews 
is combined, in our country, with a proud 
heritage of freedom. It is a heritage that was 
woii by the sweat, the blood, and the sacri- 
floes 'Of men and women of many nationali- 
ties, and inany religious creeds. 

DbvotioA to God, belief in the inherent 
dignity of mankind, faith in man's ability, 
through divine providence, to guide his own 
destiny — these are the strong ties that hold 
together our United States, the greatest 
brotherhood of freedom In the history of 
the world. 

,No one has a deeper understanding of the 
true meaning of freedom than the members 
of the Hebrew faith, for no peoples have suf- 
fered more relentless persecution and Injus- 
tice at the hands of tyranny through the 
ages. 

Today the Ihres of antl-SemltIsm continue 
to burn with fierce Intensity In many areas 
of the world. This Is particularly true be- 
hind the Iron Curtain where communism, 
tha bitter enemy of Judaism and of all other 
religions of the world, seolcs to destroy yoitr'-. 
priceless heritage and the right of your peo- 
ple to live according to the tdnets of God. 



During the past generation, tSTe conscience 
of decent men, every where has been shocked 
by the continuing vicious atrocities that 
have been committed against Jews in the 
Soviet Union. Rabbis have been arrested 
and imprisoned or executed; synagogues 
have been desecrated; the traditional Jewish 
school system has been liquidated; and He- 
brew literature, language, and customs have 
been suppressed by the Russian Communists. 

Despite Conununist claims of improved 
conditions for Jews under the Khrushchev 
regime, the opposite actually Is true. Addi- 
tional forms of suppression have been 
introduced. 

The observance of Passover no longer can 
be held according to tradition; sacred He- 
brew burial customs have been obstructed; 
and a statewide program has been Insti- 
tuted to make Jews the- scapegoats for 
criminal acts alTectlng the Russian economy. 
Jews are clearly identmed by religion on the 
Internal passport which all Soviet citizens 
must carry. 

Last October, the outrageous extent'bf this 
program was disclosed by the Moscow, news- 
paper Izvestia when it announced tlie ar- 
rests of several persons involved in an 
alleged criminal conspiracy. The leaders of 
this gang have "Jewish names," Izvestia told 
its readers ip. demanding a "show trial" and 
"death sentences." 

.Vicious outbursts of religious hatred such 
as this caused one American newspaper re- 
cently to warn its readers, "For reasons best 
known to themselves the Soviet leaders dis- 
criminate heavily against Jews. The evi- 
dence is overwhelming and incontrovertible 
and renewed almost 'daily by the Russians 
themselves," 

In a joint statement released last sum- 
mer, three American Jewish organizations 
denounced the Soviet press for conveying 
"a ^viciously negative Image of the Jews," 
-and indignantly proclaimed, "Soviet Jews 
are deprived by omclal policy of religions and 
cultural.rights • • •.and'are.Uxo victims of 
discrimination. • • 

Communism and religion— like commu- 
nism and freedom— can never coexist, for 
Marxism Is unalterably opposed to all forms 
of religious belief. I^nln acknowledged 
this fact more than 50 years ago when ho 
exhorted his followers. "We must combat 
religion— this is the A3.C. of all material- 
ism, and consequently of Marxism." Then 
he declared, "The Marxist must be ♦ ♦ ♦ an 
enemy of religion." ' ^ 

»Slnce the time of Lenin, atheistic com- 
munism has surged forth from Russia to 
enslave nearly one-fourth of the earth's 
surface and a third of her peoples. No- 
where are its advance battalions more active 
than in our own Western Hemisphere, where 
agents trained by the Kremlin continue to 
burrow deeply Into countries of the Carib- 
bean and Central and South America. Thehr 
deadly objective is to undermine legitimate 
governments, foment revolution 'and create 
a Soviet Union of Latin American Republics. 

I have said this before and I would like to 
repeat It here: Wo are at war with com- 
munism and the sooner every red-blooded 
American realizes this the safer we will be. 

Here in the United States, the cause of* 
international communism is represented by 
the Communist Party, USA— a cunning and 
deflant subversive conspiracy which is fi- 
nanced, directed and controlled by the 
Kremlin. Its membership consists today of a 
hard core of revolutionary fanatics who are 
knowingly and eagerly subservient to the 
dictates of Moscow. The dupes, the dis- 
sidents, and the faint of heart have long 
since been purged from the party's ranks. 

Today, the Communists are engaged is a 
vigorous campaign to divide' and weaken 
America from within. Porem*ost In this cam- 
paign' are the party's efforts to exploit mis- 
understandings and capitalize upon areas of 
dissension and unrest wherever they exist; 
This is especially true In the Intense civil 



rights movement, for America's 20 million 
Negroes and all others engaged in this strug- 
gle are a major Itarget for Communist 
propaganda and subversion. ' 

*It would be abstird to suggest that the 
aspirations of Negroes for equality are Com- 
munist Inspired. This Is* demonstrably not 
true. But what is demonstrable is that some 
,^ individuals, and groups ' exploit ! the ' tension - 
for purposes not confined to the equality 
of human rights under the Constitution of 
the United States;. The crusade should not 
become a vehicle for political radicalism or 
organized violence. * ' 

Devotion to race must not supersede devo- 
tion to established institutions. 

It would\ be useful if responsible Negro 
leaders themselves could make it clear to all 
who follow them that their interest is solely 
In racial equality. 

This Nation was conceived under God and 
Its progress has been under God. There 
could be no greater disaster for our Nation 
than that it should deny in any respect, to 
even the smallest degree, ► the presence, the 
power, the guidance, the' protection, the in- 
struction of Almighty God, 

There is unmistakable evidence of divine 
guidance all through the history of 'our Na- 
tion. We must guard it. We mxist cherish 
it. We must revere it. W<ynust work for it.'' 

The record of our Nation is better than 
that of any other nation in any other part 
of the world. It is true there are injustices 
in this Nation toward those of dark skin, 
as well as light, but even 'yrorse injustices 
prevail In other parts of the world. Whether 
the people are black, or yellow, or brown, or 
whlte-sklnhed, these things will have to be 
worked out. 

America has taken the, lead in working 
them out. and it is taking the lead today. 
It* Is doing more for its underprivileged mi- 
norities than any other nation in the world, 
but there is more to be done. 

We thank God that where the spirit of the 
Lord is, .there is liberty. » * 

As citizens of a free country, we must 
judge people as IndlvidualS'-not by race 
creed or color. ^ > ' 

Legitimate civil rights organizations must 
remain constantly alert to attempts by the 
Communists to Influence .their actions, take 
over their programs' and corrupt their ranks, i 
' Communism feeds upon ignorance, preju- 
dice and sickness of the mind and soul. It 
probes relentlessly for weaknesses in Amer- 
ica's moral armor. 

That is why the cause of communism Is 
well served by the hatemongers,. the lunatic 
fringe and other rabble who preach a doc- 
trine of malice and intolerance toward their 
fellow man. 

Tiiese venomous fanatics, whether they are 
extremists of the left or the right, are carriers 
of a highly Infectlousl disease. They clutter ' 
the streets— and the ' malls— with their 
slanderous obscenities! urging impressionable 
teenagers and unstable adults to act of hate, 
terror and intimidation. They have brought 
forth the bombs and ignited the flames that 
have killed decent Americans and even in- 
nocent children and destroyed churches and 
other temples of worship.

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REMARKS OP SENATOR THOMAS J. DODD ON THE FLOOR OF THE SENATE 

IN TRIBUTE TO J. EDGAR HOOVER 
IMAY 11, 1964 

Mr. President: 

Yesterday, May 10, was the 40th Anniversary of the appointment of 
j| Edgar Hoover as Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
This significant milestone l^as already been appropriately acknowledged 
hy the President "and by a Congressional Resolution oh May 8. But since 
May 8 was "President Trvlman Day" in the Sehatej I feel that today should 
be a day of tribute to another very great American, J. Edgar Hoover, 

I first met, J. Edgar Hoover v;hen I was a young man and when he was 
already becoming a national legend, I had just finished Yale Law 
School and was visiting in Washington with Attorney General Homer 
Cummings, who suggested that I give serious thought to entering the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. He introduced me to Mr. Hoover that 
very day and I had, a discussion with him which still lingers in my 
memory , 

I felt the glow of inspiration, of competence, of zeal for public 
service which Mr. Hoover generates like some electric current, and I 
decided then and there that I wanted to ,go int/O the FBI , 

That meeting with Mr. Hoover and my subsequent joining the Bureau 
opened for me one of the most enriching, exciting and beneficial ex- 
periences of my life. 

Those were the early days of the FBI, the days of the Dillinger 
case and the Bremer kidnapping case. All of ,us who served under 
Mr, Hoover then, just as those who serve now, learned priceless lessons. 

He demanded absolute dedication to the job. Hours meant nothing; 
inconvenience meant nothing; he instilled by precept, by example and 
by insistence, qualities of self-sacrifice, self -discipline and dedica- 
tion to excellence in those v/ho served under him. 

It is fair to say t hat J . Edf^ar HoQ.v.er^re,voiutionized hpth^^e^,^^.^ 
Ti'elds 'oT'^fgw '§h^o^i?cemen^ pfot'ection^oT our national security. 

Through his genius for administration, his perception of the 
present, his vision into the future, his adherence to the highest per- 
sonal code of integrity and competence in himself, and his insistence 
on it in others, he has developed the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
into an indispensable instrument for the protection of the personal 
safety of every American and the security of the nation as a whole. 

The innovations he has made are already universally accepted, mile- 
stones in law enforcement. He founded the FBI Identification Division, 
which aids in ferreting out fugitives and in identifying missing and 
unknown deceased persons; the FBI' Laboratory, which affords scientific 
crime detection in the battle against crime; and the FBI National 
Academy, which instills professional techniques and stature into the 
police ranks . .Over the years he has eloquently espoused 'adequate pay, 
public support and proper training for the men and women in the police 
ranks who guard the lives and property of our communities. Under Hoover's 
leadership, law enforcement has been raised to the level of a profession," 
a- science. But that is^only the beginning. 

The contribution of J, Edgar Hoover to our national life has been 
far greater than that of developing the most efficient and effective law 
enforcement agency in history, important as that achievement has been-. 

He has developed the ethics of law enforcement along with its 
science and organization, and this will prove to be his greatest 
achievement , 

He has established a spirit in American law enforcement which is 
just as interested in establishing innocence as in proving guilt. And • 
he has been at once the foremost exponent of effective measures to 
protect the national security and .the greatest protector of civil 
liberties in the pursuance of that goal.

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Mr. Hoover onc6 stated the philosophy of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation In these unforgettable words: 

"Law enforcement Is a protectlh^ arm of civil liberties. 
Civil liberties cannot exist Without law enforcement; law 
enforcement without civil liberties is a hollow mockery. 
They are parts of the same v/hole — one without the other 
becomes a dead letter. 

"Democratic law ehfor.cfement is loyal to both the state 
and the individuaii th is obligated to uphold the sovereignty 
of the government/ yet, at the very same time, to protect 
the rights of the citizen. 

"Law enforcement ethics must rise to prevent abuses, 
such as thiipd degree techniques, unlawful arrests, un- 
reasonable detentions, illegal searches and seizures. 
These practices are anathema to civil liberties, destroying 
the very heart of the American democratic system. They 
represent law enforcement at its worst. 

"Here is the very heart of the problem; the vital 
necessity of having men and women in law enforcement who 
hold inner allegiance to the principles of democracy and 
perform their duties in a completely legal manner," 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation is dedicated to the belief • 
that adequate protection against crime and subversive activities can be 
obtained without violation of civil rights; that crime and subversion 
can be dealt with within the rule of the law if there is a greater 
amount of work, a greater mastery of detail,, a greater employment of the 
tools of science than any law enforcement agency has ever before exhibited 

It means longer hours; it means selfless dedication by individual 
agents. But the object is worth the effort, for these ai?e the sub- 
stitutes for police state methods which free men must use, 

— - - ''Thfe^^resuIt'sT^irr't'erms^ 6'f both law ^lifor^ment^nd civil liberties, 
have been worth the mighty effort. Students of American history must 
sadly acknowledge that in times of national danger we have frequently 
thrown the Bill of Rights overboard. This was true in the era of the . 
Alien and Sedition Acts, during the Civil V/ar, during World War I, and 
during the "Red scare" of the twenties. 

During the 1940 's we faced the greatest challenge to our devotion 
to civil liberties in our entire history. For we i^ere the targets of 
the two greatest aggressive subversive movements of all time: The Nazi 
conspiracy and the Communist conspiracy. 

If there was ever a time when panic and hysteria might have swept 
through the land and turned our cherished concepts into a mockery, it 
was during this period. But it did not' happen. And one of the reasons 
why it did not happen was that the Federal Bureau of Investigation under 
J. Edgar Hoover had anticipated the danger and was prepared to combat 
it with the methods of freedom. The FBI v/as capable of doing the job 
and the public had confidence in this capability. Therefore, there was 
no hysteria, no pretext for meddling with precious rights. 

On Pearl Harbor Day, the Bureau advised the Attorney General of 
the basis for authorizing the arrest of 16,000. suspects . But this was 
no return to the mass indiscriminate arrests of VJorld War I days. 

A prominent lawyer in the civil liberties field, Morris L. Ernst, 
took some of these suspects as clients. He defended his clients before 
hearing boards and was able to help free some of them. He has written 
that in every case there were fair hearings, with every consideration 
being shown to the defense. Mr. Ernst said that even in the case of 
those suspects who were acquitted, the FBI had a justification for pick- 
ing them up. There was cause for suspicion, but the rights of the sus- 
pects v/ere so rigidly observed that no injustice was done.

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The civil liberties record of our country during World War II, 
except for the sad episode concerning Japanese -Americans on the West 
Coast, was a splendid one; 

It v;as a vindicatidri of* the belief that internal, security and the 
rule of lav; can go harid in hand even in times' of greatest crisis if the 
means of law enforcement are adequate. 

And during the cold war period the. FBI has insisted that the- same 
standards be applied in combatting the Communist menace. 

Prom the earliest days of Communist subversion in America J. Edgar 
Hoover has perceived it for exactly what it vms, an attempt to destroy 
the free institutions of this country, to wipe out our system of 
philosophy and religion and morality, and to" subject us to the rule of 
an alien despotism, making us a nation of slaves . 

While others have had their illusions and disillusionments about 
communism over the past ;half century, J. Edgar Hoover zeroed in on it 
from the very beginning and has never deviated from his opposition to 
it, nor shrunk from his responsibility in informing the American people' 
of its dangers. 

Naturally he has been the target, perhaps the prime target, of the 
domestic Communist conspiracy. But so impeccable has been his perform- 
ance, so correct has been his position, so steadfast has been his 
refusal to be drawn either into anti-Commuriist extremism or pro- 
Communist vacillation, that all attempts to discredit him- have uniformly 
failed. V/ithin the means at his disposal, and these means are limited, 
he has actively countered the communist conspiracy in America. But he 
has done so without sacrificing or compromising the. integrity of our 
system of civil liberties. 

This is Mr, Hoover's greatest achievement.-' His dolitributions to 

developing and perfecting the science of law enforcement will live on in 
the organizations and mechanisms through which we combat crime and sub- 
version; but his elevation of civil -liberties and his steadfast 'jefense^ 
.of,^them^n-J;imes^of^great^hationai="upheaval^arid"^dt'en panic' wl'II 
live in the hearts of the people and will strengthen the very fibre of 
freedom in America. 

And so all honor to J. Edgar Hoover on his 4oth Anniversary. 



He is the architect of the present stature and greatness of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

He has drawn the blueprints and set the standards . 

He has limited the membership of the FBI to the best men the nation 
has to offer,. 

He has protected these men from any outside interference which 
would have hindered their effectiveness or lessened their dedication. 

He has encouraged them by a system of advancement based on merit,. 

He has toughened them by a rigorous discipline. 

He has perfected them by a rigid insistence on complete mastery 
of detail. 

He has inspired them with his example and with his insistence 
on integrity, patriotism and devotion to duty which pervades the entire 
Bureau.

. Mr. DODD. 'Mr;^ President; over the 
past severali weeks,, some of our most 
distinguished Senators have made state- 
ments on the subject of Cuba, expressing 
diverse opinions. This is as it should be, 
if the Senate is. truly to fulfill its advi- 
sory function In the critical realm of for- 
eign affairs/ 

For my own part, I have hesitated to 
speak before today for several reasons. 
In the first place,.! do not regard the 
Cuban situation as one which lends it- 
self to a simpje one-word or one-action 
solution. 

I do not believe that the way to deal 
with it is to send in the marines tomor- 
row. 

In the second place, I know how great 
*the cares of the President are, and how 
many different factors must be taken in- 
to consideration in establishing our pol- 
icy toward Cuba and toward I^itin Amer- 
ica as a whole. I do not wish to add to 
the great burden he is carrying: I want 
to help our President, and that Is why 
I speak today.

In retrospect;, the Innocence and gulli- 
bility of our policymakers at that time 
with regard to Castro seem almost inr 
credible. There is strong evidence to 
show .that, if the Eisenhower adminis-> 
tration misjudged the Cuban-situation so 
gravely; they did so because.vital Infor- 
mation was siippressed at desk^-position 
and, because spurious estimates by pub- 
licly unknown subordinates became the 
basis for policy decisions of «^ the gravest 
import.for the Western Hemisphere. 

Because of these, totalfcr * misleading 
estimates, for more than another year, 
despile Castro's daily abuse of America, 
the official policy was to keep our minds 
open, to give Fidel Castro a chance, to 
avoid doing anything that would, so we 
were warned, drive him Into the arms of 
Moscow, 

But today Castro's Cuba is , as com- 
pletely communized as the Soviet.Union 
or Red China. The Iron Curtain has 
been rung down 90 miles from our shores.^ 
The Cuban peasants are being forced* 
into> state, farms. The workers are ex- 
ploited and oppressed more brutally than 
chattel slaves. An omnipresent secret 
police keeps every Cuban., under daily 
surveillance. The land does not pro- 
duce, and the shop shelves are bare. 
The one thing of which there is a surplus 
is Communist literature, designed to help 
brainwash Cubans of all ages. 

The economy of Cuba has become com- 
.pletely^^Mayp ,,, tn rihe^SovIet^xa^ 



And, in recent weeks, there has been 
ominous news concerning the arrival in 
Cuba of massive shipments of Soviet 
military equipment and, of thousands of. 
Soviet military personnel. What this 
adds.up to is that Cuba has today be- 
come a full-fledged military and political 
satellite of the Soviet Union. 

On many points the recent reports 
have been publicly confirmed by the 
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Bresident.or else -privately confirmed to 
the press by the Department of State. 

About the following points, I •believe 
there is no dispute: 

First. During the last week of July, 
11 Soviet cargo ships and 5 Sovlet'pas- 
senger vessels arrived in Cuba. 

Second.. The passenger ships carried 
approjdmately 5.000, Soviet .personnel, 
whom the Cuban press described as agri- 
cultural and industrial experts who. had 
come to Cuba* for the humanitarian pur- 
pose pf assisting the Cuban, people. 
President Kennedy, himself, has conr 
firmed that; approximately 3,000 of the 
Soviet experts who have already arrived 
in Cuba, or are on- their way, are, in fact, 
military experts. 

Third. The material unloaded in- 
cluded tanks, planes, antiaircraft mis- 
siles, missile-equipped torpedo boats, and 
other military hardwarepf various kinds, 
communications :equipment and ;heavy 
trucks. 

Fourth. All of the ships arrived, at 
night and were unloaded at night, ac- 
cording to eye witiaesses. by. Soviet per- 
, sonnel.. 

Fifth. At* least 15 additional ships 
bringing' cargoes from the Communist 
bloc countries are at present on their 
way to Cuba. Some of these^slilps fly 
flags of NATO countries. 

I - can understand the State Depart- 
ment's desire to avoid statements which 
might unnecessarily aggravate the sit- 
uation '6r alarm the American public. 
Oh the other hand, r believe that in a 
situation such as this the American pubr 
lie has a riglit to the unvarnished facts. 
From this'.standpbint I find It difficult 
to understand the assurances that were 
initially given to the American public 
that the Communist bloc personnel who 
entered Cuba aboard the ships which re- 
cently docked there were technicians in 
the nonmllitary sense. President Ken- 
nedy did the right tiling in his state- 
nient of last Tuesday, when he set the 
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record straighten this point and spelled 
out some of the details about the recent 
shipments. 

But I have reason to believe, on -the 
basis of information from* reliable 
sources, that the' situation in Cuba is 
even more grave than has yet been in- 
dicated to 'the American -public. 

What is more, the recent shipments of 
Soviet arms to Cuba are'by no means the 
first. It can be stated as a matter of 
fact, that the Soviet bloc, prior to July 
of this* year, had already delivered to 
Cuba 500 tanks of various sizes, 500 to 
1,000 artillery pieces, between. 50 and 75 
Mig Jet fighters, some 200,000 small 
arms; and mortars, antiaircraft guiis and 
other military hardware ih' substantial 
quantity; With these earlier shipments, 
it goes without saying, had come Soviet 
bloc specialists and instructors to train 
the Cuban Red Army in its use. 

IS THE BUILDUP DEFENSIVE? 

The fantastic buildup of Soviet planes 
and taiUcs and missiles and advisory per- 
sonnel that^has gone on in Cuba over the 
past year cannot be dismissed'as'purely 
defensive. 

As the distinguished Senator from New 
York [Mr. Keating] pointed out last 
Wednesday, weapons per se cannot be 
divided into clearly defined defensive 
ahd.offehslve categories. Most weapons 
can be used for either purpose. It all 
depends: oh who wields the weapons ^and 
on the intent of the wielder. 

No.quantity of SoViet arms could give 
Castro the capability to invade the 
United States. "But accepting this fact, 
I still say that the massive buildup, of 
Soviet arms in Cuba constitutes a threat 
to the security of the United Spates and 
of the We'stern Hemisphere, and that 
this buildup must be regarded as an act 
of aggression and as a prelude to further 
aggression. 

It is an act of Soviet agression against 
the peopleiof Cuba, in the *2«iise' that it 
endows the quisling tyranny with greater 
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xnlUtaro-powerjfcp keep them in subjec- 
tion;?, r * _ . 

It is a/prelude tO' further aggression 
Jnithe sense that: the large^shipments of 
-.Soviet arms which liave already been un- 
loaded In Cuba are. now ;belng: trans- 
shipped; through jClandestine'^routes»> to 
Castroite movements in .other ^Latin 
American countries, some, of- which are 
already, openly helding guerrilla , forces. 

It poses a distinct threat 'to the secu- 
rity of the iprnited; States in the sense 
that it gives Castro; the military power 
to overthrow, or repeat^his att«npt;to 
overthrow, the Goyernment^of Panama, 
.thus placing: the Panama Canal under 
the direct control of Moscow. In doing 
so, > Khrushchev and Castro would not 
stage a Jrontal attack .on Panama/ they 
would attack, by proxy, using an indig|- 
nous extremist movement as a front, and 
pretending to the world that th^ entire 
action had been initiated by the Pana- 
,manian people. 

The -Sqviet wms buildup^ in Cuba 
.poses a threat to the security of, the 
United States in the sense that it places 
the Soviet Union in control of territories 
,and of physical facilities which, could 
prove , of the . greatest strategic impor- 
,tance In the. event of a military* show- 
down with the S9viets. 

There is a growing feeling in our coun- 
try, a feeling that cuts across party lUies 
and political labels,, that the time has 
come to face up^frankly to these facts. 
There is a.feeling that .we cannot afiford 
to delay much longer, becauseihe longer 
we delay, the more difficult it wili be to 
cope with the problem.

tion has been demonstrated by the msmy 
editorials and columns in ^the American 
press. The temper of the American peo- 
ple on this matter is further demon- 
strated by the very heavy mail which 
Congress is now receiving on the subject 
of Cuba, urging a stronger policy toward 
the Castro regime; My own oflSce alone 
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has received literally ^hundreds:- of such 
letters and .telegrams. One of the:chief 
xeasons.why I am speaking today is that 
I consider it my duty to let my cbn? 
,stituenits^ know where I stand on this 
issue. 

HOW OVn POLICT WENT -ASTRAY IN CtJBA 

Three and a half years ago, as i 
pointed oiit^in my opening remarks, the 
Castro movement ' consisted 'bf a mere 
handful of guerrillas in the Sierra Maes- 
tra Mountains. At that tinie we might 
have prevented the establishment of a 
Communist beachhead on our very 
shores if we, had listened to the warn- 
ings of our Ambassadors in Latin Ameri- 
can countries and of our intelligence 
agencies. They warned us that, wliile 
there might not be conclusive proof that 
Castro, personally, was a Communist, 
there was proof that a number of his 
chief lieutenants were Moscow-trained 
Communists and that the movement, as 
a whole, was to a dangerous degree under 
Communist influence. There were also 
many things in Castro's personal-career, 
including the leading role he had played 
in the Bogota riots of 1948, which at 
least strongly suggested that Castro him- 
self had ties with the Communist 
apparatus.^ 

Had we listened to these warnings, we 
would have striven to bring ^bout an 
orderly transition from the Batista 
regime to a democratic, and constitu- 
tional regime, directed against Castro 
as, well as the extreme right. But, unr 
fortunately, there were those in,the State 
Department at the time who'were prone 
to accept as gospel the evaluation of the 
-- C as tro^ovemj & nt^h i<ai^f^ 
into the stald^columns of the New York 
Times through the pen of Mr.. Herbert 
Matthews. 

Mr. Matthews assured the American 
public that Castro was not a Communist 
and that«the Castro movement was not 
Communist-dominated; and Matthews 
biUlt up a hero image of Castro in which 



all *the; virtues -of^ Robin- ^Hood- and. 
ThomaS'Jeffersoni of Georger Washing- 
ton, and Abraham Lincoln, were com? 
bined.in a single man,^ 

The ^American ^people were. ied ^more 
of the,same hokum jover the CBS 'net- 
work in a jdocumentary; film »prepared 
by- .their Cuban correspondent, Mr. 
JElobert Taber. Mr.vTaber,.who,was dis- 
xnissed by .CBS ,when he was called 
,before,the Senate Subcommittee on In- 
,temalJSecurity, later blossomed forth as 
director pf^.the Fair.Play for. Cuba. Com- 
mittee,,a Castro-subsidized front organ-- 
ization which' for tsome, time* enjoyed a 
considerable vogue in this, country. It 
also developed that Mr/Taber^had a long 
criminal record, which included' convic- 
*tions for robbery and kidnaping. 

Because we were thus misled as to the 
true nature of the Castro movement, be- 
cause .the reports of. our Ambassadors 
and of our intelligence services were 
minimized or ignored, because some of 
Xhe experts in our Latin American divi- 
sion assured their superiors, in almost 
vehement terms, that there was no .proof 
that Castro was a Communist or that his 
moveinent.was Communist domlnatedrr 
>ecause of Jthese things we did nothing to 
prevent Castro from coming to.power In 
Cuba. Indeed, to the extent that, our 
diplomacy did Intervene In Cuba, it in- 
tervened in, a manner that was mathe- 
matically guaraht^ed.-to ^assure the,, in- 
stallation of a Castro, regime. 

The Batista regime crumbled pri- 
marily because 4t was venal and inept 
and cruel arid had lost popular support. 
But it was American policy that was 
responsible, for the timing of Batista's 
downfall, and for the fact that, when he 
fell, the only* man who could fill the 
vacuum that was thus created was Pidel 
Castro. 

No effort had been made, to encourage 
the formation of a. middle-of-the-road 
alternative to both Batista and Castro; 

No effort was made to explore the pos- 
sibility of an election under OAS aus- 
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pices, whichvoun Ambassador'' to Cuba 
had advocated and: believed possible: 

As another: varianti we might have 
explored* the possibility of democratic 
reform under a non-Castro, regime by 
stabilizing the^ situation until President 
Rivero Aguero, who had been elected as 
Batista's successor in .November 1958. 
could be formally installed in' an in- 
augural ceremony that was scheduled for 
February 24, 1959. 

But apparently no alternative- to a 
Castro takeover was given serious con- 
sideration. Our position was that 
B.atista had to go and go immediatelyj 
and if ^Castro was^.the only man on the 
scene able to ,take oyer, at that time, 
then the prudent *thlng to do was to be 
nice to Castro/and to give him a chance 
to prove < that he was basically a "de- 
centfellow." 

Because this was our attitude, no ef- 
fort was made to warn the Cuban people, 
^he overwhelming majority of whom 
were antl-Communlst, of the dangerous 
degree of control which Moscow-trained 
Communists exercised :in the Castro 
movement" 

When the Castro regime publicly :rer 
vealed its true colors, ,a decision^ was 
made,, during the last months' of the 
Eisenhower administration, to give ac? 
tive assistance to the Cuban opposition 
ih an effort to overthrow the Castro dic- 
tatorship.' This effort could have suc- 
ceeded; Indeed, X am ^certain- It would 
have succeeded, had we determined in 
advance^to support*the^ Cuban freedom 
fighters on their beachhead, with Am'eri- 
can air cover, to assure the success of 
their imdertaking. But in. this case, a 
policy which had been rightly and 
soundly conceived was, I have reason^to 
believe, undermined by divisions within 
the ranks of the President's principal 
advisers,. 

There was ^in particular,. great concern 
that active Ajnerican involvement in the 
Cuban invasion^would alienate many of 
the Latin American and AfrorAslan na- 



tions and' further' complicate our posi- 
tion witliirf the United Nations. 

With sbme:advlsers 'pulling one way, 
and some advisers' pulling the other way, 
the Cuban freedom fighters; and the 
cause of Cuban freedom became* ttieln- 
evitable "casualties. * 

The freedom- fighters, did not Tecelve 
the air support which, had been^consid- 
ered essential to the success of the in- 
vasion; and the result was. the Bay of 
Pigs disaster/ 

rnz HIGH* COST OF NOT TAKING DECISIVE' 
MEASURES 

To overthrow the Castro regime to- 
day—I have»'no' illusions on this score— 
will require a far greater effort than it 
would have required 1 year ago. 

But^the cost of overthrowing it today 
would* be infinitely smaller than the 
price we will have to pay 2 or 3 years 
hence, when we may very well be con- 
fronted not with a single Castro regime, 
but^vith some half-dozen Castro regimes 
scattered thVough Latin America. 

Each year that we fail to face up to the 
danger of Castroism; the cost of con- 
fronting it goes up in geometric proper-, 
tion. 

Mr. -President, I ask unanimous con- 
sent to have prhited in the Record at the 
conclusion of 'my remarks an article on 
Cuba written by the distinguished col- 
lunnist Roscoe Drummohd, which ap- 
peared m the August 29 issue of the 
Washington Post. I consider it ah ar- 
ticle of such significance that I hope all 
Senators will find the time to^ead it.

Mr. DODD. The basic argument of 
Mr. Drummond's column is that we can- ^ 
not expect the Castro dictatorship to die 
on the vine; that while there Is hunger, 
undernourishment and monumental mis- 
management .under the Castro regime, 
Castro, despite all this— I quote— "is 
steadily tightening- his grip on the Cu- 
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ban state and on the Cuban people— 
with so much Soviet help that"he'is,b6tli 
ally and captive." 

Perhaps the most cogent^ argument 
gainst the '^et Castro^die'on the vine"" 
ttiesis^was made'by»the ihtematlorially 
famous liberal historian, Salvador de 
Madariaga, one of Europe's most revered 
elder statesmen, who for many years 
played a distinguished role In the League 
of Nations. Professor de Madariaga 
makes this stateraent in his recent book 
"Between the Bear and the Eagle": 

The argument that Castro had better be 
left alone- and given enough rope to hang 
himself Is worthless. The experience ot other 
nations fallen Into the unscrupulous hands 
of the Communist; Party allows 'of no , such 
optimism, . 'Time could* only make oX Cuba 
an Impregnable base for communism to 
spread all ' oyer La^ln America. The Latin 
American goveniments who shilly-shally 
over It are- only preparing the rope with 
which they will be hanged. Castro must go 
soon. 

I concur whdeheartedly in this;^opm- 
lon. If we pennit.ihe Castro regime to 
re^in ^on the 3^^ In 
the hope that It wiu peri^. the chances 
are that, instead of perishing of its own 
weakness, it; will spread its disease to the 
rest 9f . the vine: 

We "have committed ourselves to a 
massive program, the Alliance for Prog- 
ress, in m effdrt to rehabilitate and 
modernize the economies of the Latin 
American coimtrles. But this entire 
program is vitiated from thi outset by 
the mere existence ot the Castro dicta- 
torship. 

The fact is that we are losing the cold 



war In Latin Ajiienca a^^^ we 'shaU'con" 
tinue to lose it so long as we use foreign 
aid, unsupported by vigorous political 
action; as the chief instrument of Amer- 
ican policy. 

I have heard from many sources that, 
in most of the Latin American countries, 
the Alliance for Progress program Is vir- 
tually unknown to the nian on the 



streets. True, the intellectuals dp know 
about it; but, as-.things are,.today in 
liatin America, the maVority of ^the in- 
.tellectuals are prone to condemn the 
Ailiahce as a device for the enslavement 
of Latin America by ''American imperial- 
ism.'' 

We put up money to build sc^iools and 
combat illiteracy and encourage. higher 
education. But* all too often .the teach- 
,ers.in these schools and the, professors 
in the .universities are members of Com- 
munist;-domhiated unions, who use their 
American-supported educational facili- 
,ties to.teach their wards to hate i^erica 
and despise capitalism, and to admire 
everything that, be^rs the Soviet brand- 
mark. 

A recent survey in Venezuela showed 
that the percentage of Conununist teach- 
ers in grade schools ranged from a high 
of 86 percent in some schools to a low 
.of .33 percent in other schools. It,,also 
showed £hat there were 800 card- 
carrying students in. the engineering 
school of the University of 'Venezuela. 

In Brazil, according to the newspapers, 
the Communists also completely domi- 
nate the student movement. Z quote 
from a New York Times dispatch from 
Rio de Janeiro^ dated/July 23: 
. Tbe loftlst-doxninated -National Students 
TTnion has 'elected an. unopposed list of otr 
fleers on a platform, including opposition to 
the United States sponsored AlUance for 
Progress. 

In' Mexico, according to a detailed. re- 
port X have recently received, the Cqm- 
jnaunists*exercise a degree of control over 
trie teachers'- union which Is nothing 
short of terrifying. 

I want to say a few words about the 
situation in Brazil /because the danger- 
ous turmoil that today exists in that 
country is characteristic of much of 
Latin America— and will, I am afraid, 
remain characteristic so long as the 
•Krernliri is permitted to maintain an ad- 
vance base for politicar arid; military 
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subversion .on. Jhe shores of^the W^tern 
H^isphere, 

Pi^ident.Goulart^ ac- 
cording' to* all reports, is weak and di- 
.vided, and the Coxmnuxliists are gaining 
influence on many, fronts— in the ,trade 
union movement, among ttie unemployed, 
samong the impoverished peasants, of 
northeast Brazil, among the students arid 
inteilectuab, in .Uie ranks of govei^en^^ 
workers, arid even in tlie top echelon of 
the Braziiian Government. 

, Although Preisiderit Goulart,duf in^.hls 
visit to /the United States soi^lit to dis- 
associate, himself f rbm hij^ m-^^ 
nist brother-iri-ia w, I^ohglffirizola, G o'v- 
ernor of the State of Rio/oxantle^do Sul, 
Brizoia still .remains in office, and^hls 
popular influence has, if anything,: in- 
creased. He has repeatedly called, for 
trie expropriation, of all U.S. propertyJn 
Brazil; and on February 16 of this year 
he set an example for other Brazilians 
by arbitrarily confiscating all of the 
properties of the International 'Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. located ,witriin 
his state frontiers, offering only token 
compensation. 

• It is also significant that the new Prime 
fteiS^Qfv/JBra^di, Dr. Francisco^ 
;hado.jLaSl^^ Secretary of 

Justice and /the Interior in the goyerri- 
ment of Brizoia at the time when the 
International Telephone & Telegraph 
property was expropriated, and he is 
credited by many .persons with haying 
been the actual brain behind the expro- 
priation. 

The temper of the statemerite.that the 
Brazilian people are listening to from 
their.politicai leaders offers small reason 
for encouragement. For example,, oh 
May 22 of this year. Governor Brizoia 
addressed, a group of law students, at a 
meeting which was generously attended 
by government dignilaries and members 
of Soviet bloc embassies. In this, na- 
tionally televised diatribe, which would 
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have done credit to Fidel Castro, the 
Governor told his audience that Brazil 
was being occupied and sacked by the 
"imperialistic capitalists of the United 
Stales." 

He said that Brazilians sfiould have 
the courage to take over U.S, firms in 
Brazil, to tell Americans to get out, un- 
less they bring their families and chil- 
dren to Brazil and become Brazilians and 
learn Portuguese. 

He also said that one more chance 
should be given democracy in BraziL 
And he served notice on the present gov- 
ernment that it must make all the re- 
forms demanded: Change the constitu- 
tion. Kick the U.S. interests out of 
Brazil. Stop the Alliaiice for Progress— 
and do it now — or else the revolutionary 
forces would So it in their own way. And 
he added that he would gladly accept 
leadership of the revolution. 

There are some *ho say that we can- 
not deal with the problem of Castroism 
In Latin America unless we first deal 
with the problems of poverty and social 
backwardness and military dictatorship. 
I say that the converse is true: That we 
cannot properly deal with the problems 
of poverty and political instability un- 
less we first deal with the problem of 
Castroism. In the interim period, we 
have no alternative but to endeavor to 
deal with both problems simultaneously. 

It Is not true thai communism breeds 
only on poverty and political tyranny. 
I would point out to my colleagues that 
the government of Romulo Betancourt 
in Venezuela is commonly acknowledged 
to be one of the most democratic and 



that the people of Venezuela enjoy a 
higher standard of living than any of 
their Latin American neighbors. But 
despite all these things-M)r Is it precisely 
because of them?— the Communists have 
made the Government of Venezuela 
their No. 1 target in Latin America. 
Under Castroite instigation, Venezuela 
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over the past 2 years has been the scene 
of riot after riot and uprising after 
uprising. 

Let there be no mistake about it: The 
mere existence of Castroism makes po- 
litical stability Impossible in Latin 
America, and makes turmoil an epidemic 
condition. Fidel Castro, under Moscow's 
direction, has become both the principal 
organizer and charismatic symbol of the 
political and social chaos that today 
racks the lands of Latin America. 

More than one Latin American politi- 
cal leader has faced up to the fact that 
so long as this turmoil Is permitted to 
exist, there can be no way out but total 
chaos and ultimate communism. Speak- 
ing on August 16, for example, the Ar- 
gentine Minister of Economics, Alvaro 
Alsogaray, stated the following: 

if there is no political stability, If every 
day we are threatened by coups d'etat, if at 
every moment we are fearful that blood is 
to be shed among Argentines * * * It we look 
more like an anarchical state than an or- 
ganized country, then this system of modern 
free economy with a social distribution of 
wealth, falls at Its base and cannot work. 
We cannot attract capital under the perma- 
nent threat of revolution. 

If the economies of Latin American 
countries are to be developed at a tempo 
adequate for our times, it will require 
all the private capital, both domestic 
and foreign, that can be mobilized and 
brought to bear on the problem, through 
political encouragement and economic 
inducement. But the fact is that, since 
Castro took power in Cuba, there has 
been a serious flight of capital from vir- 
tuallY ftH thft tiat.ln AmerIcAn,countriesr 



a process of dishivestment rather than of 
investment. The inroads that Castro- 
ism has made in Latin America, the ap- 
parent stabilization of the Castro dic- 
tatorship, our failure thus far to take 
any active measures to terminate the 
problem, have all helped to produce a 
great outpouring of "frightened capital," 
seeking Investment In safer areas. 
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I say that no foreign aid program, no 
matter how generously conceived, can 
act as a substitute for private capital: 
Foreign aid can render support to a pro- 
gram of^private investment in the de- 
velopment of backward countries. But 
one of the prime functions of our foreign 
aid program, as, I see it, is' to create a , 
climate that is hospitable to private in- 
vestment. No sovereign government can • 
be denied* the right to expropriate prop- 
erty, in return for proper compensatioh; 
if it considers such action to' be in the 
national interest. On the other hand, 
we must endeavor to set forth the facts 
about expropriation and the role of pri- 
vate capital to our Latin American 
f riends. We must endeavor to explain to 
them that expropriation, historically, has 
weakened the economies of those nations 
who have practiced it; that it has resulted 
in an immediate deterioration in the 
management of the expropriated indus- 
tries; that'it has, at a later date, retarded 
their modernization and made it more 
difficult for them to compete in the 
world's markets; that it has, in effect, 
killed the goose that lays the golden egg 
by discouraging further capital invest- 
ment'in these countries. 

I am convinced that we can get this 
across to the Latin American peoples^be- 
cause reasonable nationalists and true 
progressives have long since come to 
realize that expropriation is, self-defeat- 
ing. They have.cpme to realize, that the 
welfare of their people depends on their 
ability to f pster a spirit of partnership 
between their governments and foreign 
investors, perhaps based on thevProfit- 
sharing formula which has now become 
so .widespread. 

Expropriation of foreign t enterprises 
today remains^ the policy of only two 
groups: the lunatic naiionalists like 
Mossadegh and the Communists. The 
Communist agitation for expropriation 
.nms parallel io their ^vicious encourage- 
ment of antiwhite terrorism in the coun- 
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tries of Africa. The" latter .policy is 
designed" to drive the white people physi- 
cally- but of Africa in order to create a 
political and social vacuum. The policy 
of expropriation, similarly, is designed 
to frighten out foreign capital already 
in the country and to keep iaway foreign 
capital that^might have come in, for the 
purpose of creating ah investment 
vacuum and further aggravating' the 
economic hardship and social chaos* on 
which communism fattens. 

1 come back to the point that there 
can be no serious program of economic 
rehabilitation in Latin America so long 
as' the Castro* tyranny, which is the 
prime source of the expropriation sick- 
ness and of political turmoil in< Latin 
America^ is permitted to exist. 

I say that the Alliance for Progress^ 
and the' continued existence of the 
Castro r^ime are mutually incompati- 
ble—that one or the other will have 
to go. 

XHS KECD FOR A LIBB3ATZON FOLXCY 

X believe that th'e security of the 
hemisphere demands decisive action to 
put ah end to the tyranny that today 
oppresses the Cuban people. 

I cannot, however, agree with 'those 
who are today urging thai we invade and 
occupy Cuba with- American forces. 

The call for an American military *oc- 
cupatloh of Cuba is false In its emphasis 
and lays us open to unnecessary attack, 
.by^ the.Coxnmunist.and Castroite^prqipa;^. 
ganda apparatus. Because of this,, an 
American military occupation of Cuba, 
even if carried out .with dispatch and 
efficiency, might very well produce^ a 
worsening of, "the political situation 
throughout Latin America. 

The Cuban people miist .be liberated 
from Soviet slavery. The riglit of self- 
determination must be restored to them. 
But the task of liberation must be carr 
ried qiit, in the, first instance, by the 
Cuban people ^themselves. The role of 
the United States and of the other 
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American nations must be limited to 
supporting the forces of Cuban freedom. 

There is too great a tendency to ac- 
cept Communist revolutions as irreversi- 
ble and' Communist regimes as perma- 
nent. 

Indeed, this assumption somehow 
seems to have become an essential in- 
gredient of our foreign policy. 

It is an ingredient which seems to have 
had a paralyzing effect on our under- 
standing and on our will. 

It is not too much to say that unless 
we can succeed in shaking off this paral- 
ysis, the triumph of the Communist 
world over the free world is inevitable. 

Even those who urge conciliation with 
communism will not dispute the state- 
ment that the Communists seek to sub- 
ject the remaining free governments of 
the world by every means at their dis- 
posal—by propaganda, by political agi- 
tation, by infiltration, by guerrilla action, 
and, in certaih cases, by direct military 
aggression. Nor would they question the 
statement that, employing these means, 
the Communists since World War H have 
annexed or succeeded in taking over the 
following roster of countries and terri- 
tories: Lithuania, Latvia, Estonia, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland. Hungary, Ru- 
mania. Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, Albania, 
East Germany, North Korea, mainland 
China, North Vietnam, Tibet, northern 
Laos, and Cuba. 

Rosters of names, I know, make dreary 
reading. But I do not think it would 
hurt us to repeat this roster to ourselves 
at regular intervals. 

True, we did succeed in-preventing the 
F.Communisfcs.frnm^1ng,nYer In.GreftC 



in Guatemala and in South Korea. But 
the final outcome of the struggle Is a 
matter of simple arithmetic if the Com- 
munists continue to annex new terri- 
tories while we limit ourselves, at each 
Juncture, to defending, sometimes suc- 
cessfully, sometimes unsuccessfully, what 
remains of the free world. 
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X believe that if Communist counter- 
revolutions are possible, revolutions for 
freedom are also possible. I believe that 
Tt.Communist regimes can be imposed oxi 
peoples, there are also ways in which 
these regimes can be deposed. I believe 
that the entire record of the postwar 
period, indeed, underscores the vulnera- 
bility of Communist regimes and the 
feasibility of overthrowing them. 

The Communist regimes are different 
from the orthodox tyrannies of the past 
in the sense that they are totalitarian, 
that under communism, not merely is 
opposition political activity proscribed, 
but every phase of human activity is 
brought under the control of the all- 
powerful state. 

Wherever they have taken power, 
these regimes have shown themselves to 
be monumentally inefiQcient. That this 
is so should not be surprising, because 
the concept on which they are based 
runs completely counter to the grain of 
human nature. Whether it is in the 
Soviet Union or in Czechoslovakia or 
in China or in Cuba, these regimes have 
demonstrated an infallible genius for 
undermining agricultural production by 
destroying the will to produce of the 
peasant classes. In the name of creat- 
ing an ultimate Utopia, they have in- 
variably subjected their newly acquired 
peoples to far cruder economic hardship 
than they had ever before experienced. 

This combination of ineptness and 
cynicism, of economic hardship and 
religious persecution and total political 
tyranny, has, in turn, produced in the 
countries subjected by communism a 
ciore violent-and^mpre universal 
in nature than anything heretofore re- 
corded by history. The phenomenon of 
total dictatorship has, in fact, produced 
the phenomenon of the ''total revolu- 
tion," in which entire peoples, including 
the military forces under supposedly 
Communist direction, have revolted 
against their Communist masters. 
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The 'French' Revolution was oiJposed 
hot merely by the aristocracy, but by 
substantial sections of the middle ^class 
and, in certain parts orPrahce, eveii^W 
the peasants. 

THe Americanilevolution, in terms of 
popular support* was at/best a majority 
proposition, with substantial portions of 
the population remaining loyal to the 
British Grown, while^'Slher portions re- 
mained uncommitted. 

The Bolshevik Revolution of 1917 and 
the Communist revolutions that have 
taken place since that time, were dis- 
tinctly minority affairs, in which dis- 
ciplined conspiratorial parties, number- 
ing only a tiny fraction of the total popu- 
lation, succeeded in imposing their will 
on their peoples tiy force and by subter- 
fuge. 

But there was no such national divi- 
sion at the time of the East German up- 
rising In -1953, of the Polish uprising of 
1956, of the Hungarian revolution of Oc- 
. tober 1956, of the Tibetan uprising of 
March 1959. These national uprisings 
against Communist tyranny have been 
marked by their universal halure, by 
the fact tha^ In each case the armed 
forces sided witli the'people against the 
tyrants. The report of . the United^Na- 
tlons Committee on Hux^ary,' for 'ex- 
ample, maide^the point that, when the 
Red armyjnvaded Hungary to put down 
the revolution, .there was not a single 
recorded Instance of Hungarian fighting 
against. Hungarian; It was the Hun- 
garian people as>^whole fighting against 
the tanks of the Red army^ 

That the phenomenon of^ "total revo- 
lution" is not a freak or historical acci- 
dent is further demonstrated by the.f act 
that we have had four such uprisings 
over the past 9 years. This is. allthe more 
remarkable, because in each case these 
uprisings .took place without foreign 
support of any kind, without Internal 
organization, in the very teeth oji the 
Soviet Army or the Red Chinese army, 
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ahd'withoiit any'hope of intervention or 

military ass'istaiice by the free world. 

The Polish revolution was frozen 
halfway because of the massive p^- 
ence of the Soviet Red' Araiy 'within 
Poland and oh its frontiers. The East 
German uprising and the Hmigarian 
revolution' were defeated only by the 
open intervention of the Red army 
against the peoples of East Germany and 
of Hungary. The Tibetan uprising, sim- 
ilarly, was not put down by any Tibetan 
quislixig apparatus; it had to be put 
down by the overwhelmingly superior 
military forces of Communist China. 

If such a total revolution against com- 
munism were to take place in Cuba, 
however, its Immediate success would be 
assured for the simple reason that tlie 
Soviet Union and Communist China 
would be in no position to intervene in 
Cuba as they did in Hungary and East 
Germany and Tibet. 

Against this background, Mr. Presi- 
dent, I do hot think it unrealistic to 
suggest that we should strive to assist 
thV cuban freedom movement to build 
up its forces and to foster the conditions 
for a total anli-Communlst revolution, 
'uniting the Cuban people and the'Cubah 
aimed' forces agalfisib the quisling ty- 
'i^ts who oippress ffiem 

shoidd hot wait ior tHis revolution 
to feke^lace accidentally or sjjontane- 
ously. On the contrary, short of - open 
'military intervention by American mili- 
tary forces, we should do everything" in 
oiir power to encourage and to assist the 
forces of Cuban liberation. 

I believe that the proposal of Profes- 
sor de Madaf iaga for collective action by 
the Organization of American States In 
support of Cuban freedom is the Ideal 
for .which we should strive. But if such 
action cannot be organized, 4f our Latin 
AmWican friends continue to shilly- 
shally, then, as President Kennedy sug- 
gested in' his historic speech before the 
American Society of Newspaper Editon; 
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after the Bay of. Pigs disaster, we must 
be prepared to act alone in support .of 
the Cuban people. 

Ovir patience Is not Inexhaustible-— 

Said the President: 

Should it ever appear that the inter- 
American doctrine of noninterterence merely 
conceals or excuses a policy of nonaction— 
then X wani it clearly understood that this 
Government will not hesitate in meeting its 
primary obligations, which are to the' security 
of the Nation. 

Like all of my colleagues. I have given 
much thought to the situation in Cuba. 
Z should like to submit for their consid- 
eration a six-point plan of action for the 
liberation of Cuba. 

I submit this plan with no sense of 
finality. 

Z recognize that other and more effec- 
tive measures may conceivably be de- 
vised for coping with the problem. 

I recognize, too, the Infinite complexi- 
ties that the administration must take 
into consideration in determining its 
course of action. 

I believe, however, that In this critical 
situation, a- moral obligation devolves 
upon the Senate and especially upon the 
members of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, to give this matter their most 
earnest consideration and to set forth 
their opinions and their suggestions in 
the hope that they can thus be of some 
assistance to the few men upon whom 
rests Uie ultimate responsibility of de- 
cision. 

I believe the first measure we must 
take Is to commit ourselves to a "declara- 
tion of independence and freed om fo r the^ 
Cuban peopIjBu!l JS«>4hafe'^ig^yirole wo^^^ 
— ^^Slir'know that the decision has been 

made to completely eradicate the malig- 
nancy of Castroism. 

Second, I believe that we should In- 
form the Cuban exiles in this country 
that we are prepared to support the 
establishment of, and grant recognition 
to, a broadly representative provisional 
Cuban government in exile. If the 
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Cuban political leaders cannot achieve 
the minimum agreement essential to the 
establishment of such a provisional gov- 
ernment, then I believe that the faculty 
of the University of Havana, most of 
which is now in this country, or alter- 
natively, ttie several hundred members 
of the'Hayana Bar Association who have 
sought refuge here, should be^constituted 
as a provisional government, committed 
to the holding of free elections within 
1 year of the liberation of Cuba. 

As a third and immediate measure- 
in anticipation of action by the Organ- 
ization of American States— I believe we 
should invoke the Monroe Poctrine to 
proclaim a total embargo on shipments 
of Communist military materials and 
military personnel to Cuba. 

The words of President Monroe never 
had clearer application than they have 
today in Cuba. 

In his message to Congress on Decem- 
ber 2, 1823, President Monroe asserted— 

as a principle in which the rights and 
Interests ot the United States are involved, 
that the American continents, by the free 
and independent condition which they have 
assumed and maintain, are henceforth not to 
be considered as subjects for future coloniza- 
tion by an European power. 

We owe It therefore to candor, and to the 
amicable relations existixlg between the 
United States and those [European) powers, 
to declare that we should consider any at- 
tempt on their part to extend their systems 
to any portions of this hemisphere, as dan- 
gerous to our peace and safety— 

I ask my coUes^ues to note carefully. 
the wo rdlng oJLi hi&^tatementrto ' note 
*1JiSri?rSldentMonroe spoke of extend- 
ing— 

their systems to any portion of this hemi- 
sphere. 

I would also ask them to note with care 
the words of President Monroe when he 
said further in his statement that the 
United States would view as an— 
unfriendly act any interposition for the pur- 
pose of oppressing them-^the Latin American 
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republlcs-i-:or controlling In- any other man- 
ner, their destiny,^ by any -European power. 

I believe that this wording applies 
clearly to the situation that exists in 
Cuba today, I cannot understand, irl- 
deed, how my good friend, the distin- 
guished Senator from California; could 
take the stand that the Monroe Doctrine 
did not apply to Cuba because the Soviet 
armaments and Soviet personnel now in 
that country were there by/virtue of an 
official request from the Government of 
Cuba. He stated: 

'The Monroe Doctrine applies to a situation 
'In which a foreign power by force overthrows 
an established regime In this hemisphere. 

Asl read the Monroe Doctrine, it ap- 
plies to "any interposition" for the pur- 
pose of oppressing the Latin American 
peoples or controlling their destiny "In 
any other manner." 

Kor can I understand the legitimacy 
which he accords the Castro government 
In his statement. *The Castro govern- 
ment, was. not .elected by the people of 
Cuba and does hot represent them. It is 
not an indigenous government, but a 
quisling Spviet regime which has been 
Imposed on the Cuban people by decep- 
tion and, by fraud and by terror, and 
which now maintains itself in power only 
thanks to ilie.massiye presence of Soviet 
arms. 

At the 'time President Monroe made 
his historic declaration, 'the ' United 
States was only a minor power com- 
pared wilh' the great nations: of 
and its navy was by no zheahis the first 
in 'the world. Today we are indisput- 
ably the world's greatest power, while 
our navy dwarfs the navies of all the 
Conimmilst nations combined. If the 
Monroe Doctrine cannot be enforced to- 
day to deal with a situation that more 
clearly violates its intent than has any 
other situation since its proclamation, 
then I say that the candid thing to do 
would be to strike the doctrine from our 
books. 
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It is, however, vay confident expecta- 
tion that, with^or^without*^ the support 
of our Latin American neighbors, the 
wisdom of the Monroe Doctrine in its 
specific application to Cuba .will be rec- 
ognized, and:the necessary' action will be 
taken to implement^lt. 

In invoking the- Monroe Doctrine to 
prevent the^ shipment of Communist 
military materials and military person- 
nel to Cuba we could, I am certain, make 
it abundantly clear that our action was 
directed not against the Cuban* people 
but against the Soviet quisling regime. 
We xnlght even give consideration to 
substituthig a food ship^ loaded with 
American surplus food, for, every ship- 
ment of Communist arms of military 
contraband that was turned, back. 

Fourth, I believe that we should 
greatly intensify our entire propaganda 
effort with the frankly declared pur- 
pose of assisting the Cuban people to 
liberate themselves. We must direct 
this propaganda not merely to the peo- 
ple of Cuba, but to all the peoples of 
the ^Americas, documenting the facts 
about Castro's communism,' about the 
treachery by Which he imposed his'com- 
munlst tyranny on the. Cuban people, 
about the abandoned promises for free 
elections, about the catastrophic eco- 
nomic mismanagement that character- 
izes his regime, ^about the thousands' of 
Soviet and Chinese experts who are now 
flooding the c6untry,"aboutHhe abject 
economic anS pplltical tutelage to the 
^oviet Union into which Castro has led 
Cuba, 

Ais a fifth, step, I fielieve we should.be 
Pi:epafed, preferably^in concert with the 
OAS nations, to impose.a total blockade 
on air shipments to Cuba, other than 
shipments of food and consumer goods. 

Sixth, I.believe we should be prepared 
tp> give open and increasing assistance 
to Cuba's heroic freedom fighters, who 
are daily defying Castro's execution 
squads. 
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- I note tliat there have beeh^ some edi-? 
torials in our ^country^which have de- 
plored the action ot the group of Cuban 
refugee students who recently, bom- 
barded^ Havana from makeshift craft 
that they had saiIed:from*Miami. 

According to these' editorials, the'U.S; 
Government should^now take the most 
stringent ^action to' prevent any such 
future expeditions by . Cubahv patriots 
operating from bur shores. I would'point 
out to these editors tha t none of * them? 
to my knowledge,- made similar protests 
when thO'Castro movement was'seekirig 
to overthrow ?the Batista regime, and 
when agents for ttie Castro movement 
were active'in this country, raising funds 
for Its support and purchasing arms and 
ahimunition which they sent by plane 
and by ship to the Castro guerrillas from 
Florida ports. Indeed, it is amazing, in 
retrospect, to realize that- there was no 
public protest over the virtually total 
suspension of American law enforcement 
when it was a' matter of "arms for 
Castro." 

I:suggest^that it is our moral duty to 
give the Cuban freedom fighters of today 
at least the same leeway that we giave 
the agents of Castro only several years 
ago. Indeed, I would urge that we hot 
only support the resistance movement in 
Cuba^ but that we openly support the 
creation of a "Cuban Freedom Legion" 
in exile, whose ranks would be open to 
all Latin i^erican nationals: 

To be realistic, we cannot completely 
exclude the possibility of military as- 
sistance to the Cuban freedom fighters. 
But I believe that this is a decision'that 
can only be made 'at a lat er date ^aa d» 
aga inst the J}a ckgrountrbr a plan of 
''Wszion similar to the one I have here 
outlined. 

Let us not be'deterred from a policy 
of liberation by the fact that the Com- 
munist nations and certain of the Afro- 
Asian nations will scream at the top of 
their lungs that American Imperialism 
is engc^ing in military aggression. 
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»flt*is the:Soviet Union' which stands 
convicted of political and military ag- 
gression irt. Cuba, andrwhich,^ from its 
Cuban^beachhead, is daily practicing po-5 
litical aggression against the.countries^of 
the -Westem/Hemisphere. 

Moreover, the Soviets and- the Afro- 
Asian extremists have long: ago forfeited 
all right to protests against unilateral 
military action. 

>A free Hiingary ^threatened -no, one; 
but, inrbpen'defiance of the United Na- 
tions, the Soviet Union sent in an army 
of '5,000 tanks to crush the Hungarian 
Revolution in blood and to impose^an in-^ 
glorious quisling, regime which could not 
have, mustered*a hundred votes in the 
whole of Hungary. 

^ Goa threatened no one; but, in viola- 
tion of :the iDr.N., Charter, India invaded 
and annexed the terriidry of Gba, 

West New Guinea; as a colony of the 
Netherlands, threatened ho one, and the 
Netherlands Government had already 
committed itself to a policy of self- 
determination ^for the Papuan people. 
But Indonesia has now, succeeded in f orcr 
ing the peaceful surrender of West New 
Guinea to Sukarno's imperialist am-: 
bitions; flagrantly violating" the* two 
cardinal tenets on which the United Na- 
tions is founded— the right of self-dcr 
termination of peoples and'the repudia- 
tion of force as sm instrument for the 
settlement of disputes. 

Let us not be deterred from our com- 
mitment to a free and independent 
Cuba by the hysterical protests of tyrants 
or opportunists who usurp the na me of^ 
the Cubg ^people. oxJ iypocriticgKy^ 
^jjoIce-th^OTIted Natiwis Charter. Fori 
believe that the justice of this policy of 
liberation will be vindicated by the Cuban 
people themselves in free elections, under 
OAS auspices, .on the morrow after their 
hberatibn. 

WE NEtD'rOl^A FREEDOM ACADEMY 

In concluding my remarks, I wish to 
urge that instead of endeavoring to cope 
with disasters when they have grown full 
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bloom; \?e'must in Uie future^find some 
way of' anticipating idlsasters and pre- 
venting their emergence. 

The situation in Cuba today and^the 
ominous nunblings in so many Latin 
American countries, again point up the 
dismal fact that the Communists know 
how to wage political warfare arid we do 
not-^that we have been losing the cold 
war because, in effect, we have been 
amateurs fighting against professionals. 

'It was precisely to cope with this defi- 
ciency that the Senate* in the closing 
days of the 1960 session, passed a bill 
calling for the creation of a Freedom 
Academy— where research into the entire 
spectrum of Communist strategy and 
tactics could be carried out under the 
direction of the most competent men ^ 
available from government and from' 
private life; where measures could be de- 
vised to meet and contain the Commu- 
nist offensive and to restore the initia- 
tive in the cold war to the free world; 
and' where Americans called upon to 
represent their countries abroad, either 
in the service of their Government or in 
the service of private business, could be 
•schooled in the interlocking complexities 
of political warfare. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee, in 
reporting' this measure favorably, de- 
scribed^ the bill as "one of the most im- 
portant measures ever introduced in the 
Congress." But unfortunately, after be- 
ing passed* by the Senate, the bill died 
in the House because of honest but, I be- 
'lieve, misguided feara that the«Freedom 
Academy, if it were ever established, 
<woifld be taken over by those who are 
soft on communism, or, even worse,, by 
infiltrees. 

When the bill was reintroduced in the 
Senate in February 1961, it was referred 
to .the Senate Foreign .Relations Com- 
mittee for consideration, at the specific 
request of the committee chairman and 
by unanimous consent I regret to re- 
port that, over the intervening year and 
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a'half; no hearings have tieenlield on this, 
bill, and chances are that it will not be 
brought to the floor for public debate be- 
tofe the close of the session. 

The establishment of * such a training 
academy has been strongly advocated by 
nationally recognized authorities in the 
field of the cold war.- For example, the 
Strausz-Hupe group in their book "A 
Forward Strategy for America," pointed 
out that while the United States has 
established academies to train men for 
war* and a l\)reign Service Institute^to 
train diplomats, no comparable estab- 
lishment trains Americans in the art of 
psychological warfare. 

It is in the field of reTOlutionary conflict 
techniques— 

SeXd Dr. Strausz-Hupe and his col- 
leagues-^ 

that the Communists hold a decisive margin 
of .superiority over the Western Powers. 

The need for a cold war training in-^ 
stitution was also recognized by the so- 
called Sprague committee; which re- 
ported to President Eisenhower just be- 
,fore the close of his term. The commit- 
tee strongly recommended that consider- 
ation be given to the^ establishment of a 
National Security Institute which "would 
provide concentrated exposure 'to and 
study of Coxnmunist ideology, techniques, ^ 
and operations, worldwide, as well as of 
our total governmental informational re- 
sources, and the best ways to* orchestrate 
and use them." 

The need tor such ah institute has; 
also been recognized and endorsed by the 
editors of our greatest nationaV 
periodicals — ^Life* magazine, Saturday 
Evening Post, and Reader's Digest; »by 
the American Federation of Labor, with 
its extensive experience in combating 
communism both in this country and 
abroad; and- by organizations like the 
Cold War Council, which wais founded 
by people once prominent in the ADA, 
and the American Security Council,

tiveand:big business.; - ^ / 

But above all, jthe need fo:^ a ;Preed6m 
Academy has -been underscpredjby the 
events.that, have;taken place; at,dlzzyjng 
pace and -in. so many ?different vParti of 
;the world; since the Freedom. Academy 
bill was iirst introduced:. 
, There are those who^haye accused this 
administration .*bfi adhering- to, a *^no 
win" policy,\that is, of not wanting tp 
win,' the xqld- war. L believe that- this 
^charge is .as mischievous as Jt' is ..false. 
I am convinced, in fact, that there is 
ho onejn this. administration \vhO'does 
not want to win the cold -war. 

The trquble/is— and . this is a trouble 
that has been true of every American 
administration since the close of World 
War II— that we do not know how £6,go 
''about winning the cold war. 

The trouble is that, while the ,Com- 
munists wage total political warfare, bur 
own conduct is governed by conventionar 
concepts 'of war and peace'; wKen there 
is nb war in the militair sense of the 
word; we consider ourselves to be at 
peace and wexonduct^ourselves accord- 
ingly. 

The trouble is - that, while the Com- 
munist training-schools every year iurn 
out thousands of profe^ionaL revolu- 
tionaries, some of them specialists in cer- 
tain areas, others trained as conflict 
managers who know how to orchestrate 
all the instruments of political warfare, 
the free world continues to believe that 
traditional diplomacy and a conven- 
tional foreign service is all 
sary t o . deaL ayitlrthe^menace 6t com- 
[nl 
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T^e. irouble,te,-in s^^^ 
X)ne side/in.fiie*coj[dc.war,rtherk arevfrise 
world amateurs, who- look- upon the 
struggle with^communism as a phenome- 
non that can be resolved jtf we avoid prov- 
ocation and conduct ourselves accord- 
ing tQ' the .Queerisbury^ rules.- of 19th 
century diplomacy; while qn^^the other 
^side there js an international conspir- 
acy disposing of . tens of thousands of 
ruthless . professionals dedicated; to the 
.Wtsd .destruction. of : the 4^^^ world, and 
nothing less than this. 

I plan to speak at a later date on the 
theme that our chief /trouble^is that we 
^ do not know how to win. 

Meanwhile, I would again point to the 
.many> ominous signs In the] world situa- 
tion' as«a reminder 4hat the time - has 
' come for^stn end to amateurishness and 
an end to innocence. 

We cannot afford any more Cuban 
disasters, or the luxury of performing 
postmortems for the purpose, of discov- 
ering how and why these disasters oc- 
curred. The. politics of hindsight must 
give way to the politico of foresight. 

W^ must' accept the fact of fourth- 
dimensional warfare, or psychological 
warfare, and we must equip ourselves 
with the knowledge and the means and 
the trained personnel required to meet 
the Communist on^aiight in this dimen- 
sion. 

But above all, ^we. must accept the 
underlying fact that, we are locked in 
a lif e-and-death struggle with an enemy 
of infinite cunning and

I feel that today should bo a day of 
tribute to another very great American, , 
J. Edgar Hoover. 

] first met J. Edgar Hoover when I was 
a -< oung man and when he was already 
be< oming a national legend. I had just 
fiiashed Yale Law School and was visit- 
ing in Washington with Attorney Gen- 
eral Homer Cummlngs, who suggested 
that I give serious thought to entering 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. He 
introduced me to Mr. Hoover that very 
day and I had a discussion with him 
which still lingers in my memory. 

1 felt the glow of inspiration, of com- 
petence, of zeal for public service which 
Mr. Hoover generates like some electric 
current; and I decided then and there 
that I wanted to go into the FBI. 

That meeting with Mr. Hoover and my 
subsequent joining the Bureau opened 
for me one of the most enriching, excit- 
ing and beneficial experiences of my life. 

Those were the early days of the FBI, 
the days of the DiUinger case, the B,rcmer 
kidnaping case, and other kidnaping 
cases. All of us who served under Mr. 
Hoover then, just as those who serve 
now, learned priceless lessons. 

!lo demanded absolute dedication to 
th ! job. Hours meant nothing; incon- 
ve lience meant nothing; he^ Instilled by

The con. jution of J. Edgar Hoover 
to om- national life has been far greater 
than that of developing the most efficient 
.and effective law enforcement agency In 
history, important as that achievement 
has been. 

He has developed the ethics of law en- 
'forcement along with its science and 
organization, and this will prove to be 
his greatest achievement. 
' He has established a spirit In Ameri- 
can law enforcement which Is just as In- 
terested in establishing innocence as in 
proving guilt. And he has been at once 
*^the foremost exponent of eiXcctive meas- 
ures to protect the national security and 
the greatest protector of civil liberties In 
the pui-suance of that goal. 

Mr. Hoover once stated the philosophy 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
in these unforgettable words: 

Law enforcement Is a protecting arm of 
civil liberties. Civil liberties cannot exist 
without law enforcement; law enforcement 
without clvU liberties Is a hollow mockery. 
They are parts of the same wholo— one with- 
out the other becomes a dead letter. 

democratic law enforcement is loyal to 
b6th the state and the individual. It is 
obligated to uphold the sovereignty of the 
.Government, yet, at the very same time, to 
protect the rights of the citizen. 

Law enforcement ethics must rise to pre- 
vent abuses, such as third degree techniques, 
unlawful arrests, unreasonable detentions. 
Illegal searches and seizures. These prac- 
tices arc anathema to civil liberties, de- 
stroying the very heart of the American 
'dempcratlc system.. They represent law en- 
forcement at its worst. 

Hero is the very heart of the problem:, the 
■vital necessity of having^ men and women 
«ln law enforcement who hold inner alle- 
giance to the principles of democracy and 



pr xept. by example and by insistence, perform their duties in a completely legal 
qualities of self-sacrifice, self-discr.5line, manner, 
and dedication to excellence in those who 



served under him. 

It is fair to say that J. Edgar Hoover 
revolutionized both the fields of law en- 
forcement and the protection of our na- 
tional security. 

Through his genius for admlnlstratlr/J*, 
his perception of the present, his vision 
into the future, his adherence to the 
, highest personal code of integrity t.nd 
competence In himself, and his insistence 
on it in others, he has developed vhe 
Federal Bureau of Investigation Into ^n 
indispensable instrument for the protec- 
tion of the personal safety of every 
American and the security of the Nation 
asm whole.

The Federal Bureau of- Investigation 
is dedicated to the belief that adequate 
protection s^ainst crime and subversive 
activities can be obtained without viola- 
tion of civil rights; that crime and sub- 
version can be dealt with within the rule 
of the law if there is a greater amount^f , 
work, a greater mastery of detail, a 
greater employment of the tools of* 
science than any law enforcement 
agency has ever before exhibited. 
• It means longer hours; it means'self- 
less dedication by individual agents. 
But the object is worth the effort, for 
these are the substitutes for police state 
methods which, freemen must use. 

The results, .in terms of both law en- 
forcement and civil liberties, have been 
worth the mighty effort. Students of 
American histoi-y must sadly acknowl- 
edge that in times of national danger we 
have frequently thrown the Bill of 
Rights overboard. This was true in the 
era of the Allen and Sedition Acts, dur- 
ing the Civil War, during World War I, 
and during the "Red scare" of the 
twenties. . • ^ 

During the 1940's we' faced the great- 
est challenge to our devotion to civil 
.liberties in our entire history. For we 
were the targets of the two greatest ag- 
gressive subversive movements of all 
time: The Nazi conspiracy and the Com- 
munist conspiracyr

and hysteria might have swept through 
the land and turned our cherished con- 
cepts into a mockery, it was during this 
period. But it did not happen. And one 
of the reasons why it did not happen was 
that the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
under J. Edgar Hoover had anticipated 
the danger and was prepared to combat 
It with the methods of freedom. The FBI 
was capable of doing the Job and the 
public had confidence in this capability. 
Therefore, there was no hysteria, no pre- 
text for meddling with precious rights.. 

On Pearl Harbor Day, the Bureau ad- 
v] sed the Attorney General of the basis 
fcr authorizing the arrest of 16,000 sus- 
pects. But this was no return «to the. 
mass indiscriminate aiTests of World 
War I days. 

A prominent lawyer in the civil liber- 
ties field, Morris L. Ernst, took some of 
these suspects as clients. He defended 
his clients before hearing boards and was 
able to help free some of them. He has 
wi'itten that in'every case there were fair 
hearings, with every consideration being 
shown to the defense. Mr. Ernst said 
that even in the case of thos6 suspects 
who were acquitted, the FBI had a justi- 
fication for picking them up. There was 
cause for suspicion, but the rights of the 
suspects were so rigidly observed that no 
injustice was done. 

The civil liberties record of our coun- 
tx-y during World War n. except for the 
sad episode concerning Japanese-Amer- 
i ans on the west coast, was a splendid 
<me. 

It was a vindication of the belief that 
yitemal security and the rule of law can 
go hand in hand even In times of great- 
est crisis if the means of law enforcement 
are adequate. 

And during the cold war period, the 
FBI has insisted that the same standi 
ards be applied in combating the Com^ 
^munist menace. 

From the earliest days of Communist 
subversion in America, J. Edgar Hoover 
has perceived it for exactly what it was, 
an attempt to destroy the free institu- 
tions of this country, to wipe out our sys- 
tem of philosophy and religion and mo- 
ality, and to subject us to the rule of an 
alien despotism, making us a. nation of 
•laves. 

While others have had their illusions 
d disiUusionmente about communism 
[yer the past half century, J, Edgar 
cover, zeroed in on it from ti^e vei-y 
beginning and has never deviated from 
hfs oppfeition to it. nor shrunk from bis 
responsibility Jn informing^heJAme I- 
can people of its dangers. 

Naturally he has been the t:arget. pc r- 
haps the prime target, of tbe domesTic 
Communist conspiracy. But so impec- 
cable has been l:fs performance, so cor- 
rect has been his position, so steadfast 
has been his refusal to be drawn either 
into anti-Communist extremism or pro- 
Communist vacillation, that all attempts 
to discredit him 'have uniformly failed. 
[Within the means, at his disposal, and 
these means are limited, he has activ^y 
countered the Communist conspiracy n 
Amer/ca. But he has done so withoit 
'sacrificing or compromising the inte^i ;y 
of our system of civil liberties. I

In December, 1958, Judge Irving Kaufman indicated Dodd had become very 
enthusiastic about the Bureau. The Director met with Dodd on 1-26-59. Dodd paid 
tribute to the Director on his 35th Anniversary from the floor of the Senate and his 
remarks appeared in Congressional Record of 5-13-59. 

In February, 1960, the Director thanked Senator Dodd for presenting 
a resolution in the Senate 'which would honor Director with a Gold Medal Award. 

Since 1960, Dodd has favored the Freedom Academy Bill, ostensibly 
for the purpose of combating communism. You, Mr. DfeLoach, have met with Dodd and 
other members of his group who support the Freedom Academy Bill as the Director's 
representative. You pointed out to him on one occasion that the Department- of Justice 
was already on record in opposition to the bill and that the bill was considered not 
only weak but very unnecessary. 

By letter of 5-11-61, the Director invited Dodd to attend the graduation 
exercises of the 67th Session of the FBI National Academy, Dodd attended and the 
Director forwarded photographs taken after the ceremonies to Dodd by letter of 6-7w6l. 



In April, 1962, news releases contained information regarding Senator 
Dodd's proposal to curb the sale of mail-order guns. After the assassination of 
President Kennedy, Dodd pressed for legislation of this type vigorously.

WASHINGTON, February 25 — Senator Thomas J. Dodd (D,-Conn.), 
former FBI agent and long-time advocate of civil rights j today 
praised J« Edgar Hoover and defended the FBI against recent attacks 
by the Americans For Democratic Action and Attorney Joseph L. Rauh, 
jr., and appealed for unity among "those who have long f. ought the 
good fight and v/ho should now be forming together to finish the- 
course . " 

Rejecting charges that the FBI has failed and should be 
kicked out of the civil rights field. Senator Dodd said: 

"The men of the FBI, who by calling and by training are not 
and must not be crusaders or partisans, but rather impersonal- and 
impartial investigators, are being condemned by some southerners 
for doing what they are legally required to do, and ridiculed by 
some northerners for not doing what they are legally forbidden 
to do. And in the process, a bright image, painstakingly and 
honestly build for four decades, is being defaced, and the deserved 
public confidence which has been a priceless asset to law enforce- 
ment*, national security and civil rights is being threatened. 

In response to charges that the FBI failed to infiltrate 
the Ku Klux Klan until forced to do so last year. Senator Dodd said: 

"More than ten years ago the Ku Klux Klan was placed on the 
Attorney' General's subversive list at the instigation of the FBI. 
From that time forward, many years before the latter-day critics 
became aroused, the Klan has been infiltrated and investigated .. . 
until at the present moment the Klan is totally infiltrated, and 
virtually immobilized in most places," 

Senator Dodd ticked off a nine point rebuttal to a recent 
statement by Attorney Rauh that Hoover was "hostile to civil 
rights." Terming this charge "guilt through disassociation" Dodd 
said: ^ 

"It is a rather curious thing that this sort of attack — 
the attempted verbal assassination of an esteemed official —based 
on suspicion of his .motives, unsubstantiated by fact and buttressed 
only by out -of -context quotes, should be made by a well-known civil 
libertarian in accepting a distinguished award from the American 
Civil Liberties Union of New York. One is tempted to speculate 
about the well -justified uproar that would have been loosed by Mr. 
Rauh and his colleagues had such an attack been made during the old 
days by Senator McCarthy." 

The Senator cited a long list of FBI accomplishments in 
civil rights as "a. crushing refutation of the charges" and hailed 
Hoover as a long time champion of civil liberties.

I view this wideQing fissure between some civil rights leaders 
and the FBI with griit^ cbricerh arid with personal pain, for it 
damages two movements with which I have been closely involved oyer 
the years, an involvement which gives me at least some insight into 
this dispute and some 'credentials for viewing it objectively and 
impartially. 

If I may be excused for a personal reference, I am a former 
PBI Agentj a former Federal prosecutor who worked closely with tne 
FBI for years; a charter member and Assistant Chief of the first 
Civil Rights Section in the Justice Department, a pioneer unit 
which, with the active and' effective assistance of J . Edgar Hoover 
and the FBI, tried Civil Rights cases all over the South in the 
late 30 's and early 40*s. 

And during my period in the Senate this close association with 
the Civil Rights Movement and the PBI has continued, because of my 
natural inclination, and because of my position on the Judiciary 
Committee. 

Calling on this lifetime experience, and upon careful study of 
the attacks and the rebuttals, I have concluded that the charges 
made against the FBI and Mr. Hoover by a segment of the civil right; s 
movement are unwarranted and cannot be justified on the record. 

The long and impressive list of FBI achievements in civil 
rights, which I shall partially cite later-— one of the shining 
chapters of the entire civil rights story — is by Itself a 
crushing refutation of the charges. 

But it is the nature of the charges themselves, their flimsi- 
ness, their irresponsibility, their ignorance of the facts, that 
is perhaps the best proof of their unworthiness. Nonetheless they 
should be challenged', because accusations allowed to go unques- 
tioned become cliches, honestly spread by misguided people who do 
not know the truth. 

The basic charge is that the FBI failed until recently to 
infiltrate the Ku Klux Klan and other racist groups and thus ^ave 
license to these organizations to carry on their depredations. 

This statement, so widely circulated, is not true. More than 
ten years ago the Ku Klux Klan was placed on the Attorney s 
subversive list at the instigation of the FBI . From that time for- 
ward, many years before the latter-day critics became aroused, tne 
Klan has been infiltrated and investigated. The degree of sur- 
veillance has obviously depended upon the degree of Klan activity, 
upon available resources of the Bureau, and upon the steadily in- 
creasing civil rights responsibilities placed on the Bureau by new 
legislation, notably in 1957, I960 and most importantly, 19o4. 

For several years the Klan lay relatively dormant; in recent 
years it has expanded greatly, in members and in its threat to 
the law, and as the threat has increased so has FBI infiltration 
until at the present moment the Klan is totally infiltrated and 
virtually immobilized in most places. 

This was accomplished, not through powder-puff resolutions 
rushed into newsprint a decade after the infiltration began, but 
through long years of patience, competence, sacrifice, danger and 
boundless devotion to duty by the very Agents who are now the butt 
of fashionable ridicule. 

This alleged refusal to infiltrate the Klan seems to be the 
principle cause of diSw«jatisfaction in the APA, which has demanded • . 
the removal of the FBX from the GivJl rights field.

THE ADA VS, J. EDGAR HOOVER - A SENSELESS CONFLICT 



All difficult ent4,i»r)rises ,of gre^t moment generate a degree 
of cannibalism and fratHxSiSe. This is a bleak phenomenon, which 



Vrtiei7ever it appears it sows the doubt that men engage iri 
worthy struggles as much for the love of contention as for the 
love of justice; it starves the idealism of the good cause and 
feeds the sophistries of the bad; it demeans every noble effort, 
because it reveals that even the highest human endeavor is inr 
fected with the narrowness, tarnished by the conceits, and divided 
by the rivalries of those who espouse it. 

So it is with the civil rights movement at a critical hour. 
Its passions, frustrations and enthusiasms are causing some who 
have labored long in this cause to turn upon their brothers in 
the ranks. 

There are many evidences of this — but I speak today of Just 
one, the concerted and continuing attack by a few prominent figures 
in the civil rights movement upon the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion and upon its Director, J. Edgar Hoover. 

At a time when the FBI is involved in hundreds of difficult 
investigations in the deep south, and in other places, when 'the 
public respect and cooperation it characteristically enjoys is 
vital to the success of its task, it is caught between a violent 
crossfire of public abuse, — vehement alike from the opponents 
of the civil rights act and from its avowed champions. 

The men of the FBI, who by calling and by training are not 
and must not be crusaders <»v partisans, but rather impersonal and 
impartial investigators, are being condemned by some southerners 
for doing what they are legally required to do, and ridiculed by 
some northerners for not doing what they are legally forbidden to 
do. And in the process, a bright image, painstakingly and honestly 
built for four decades, is being defaced, and the deserved public 
confidence which has been a priceless asset to law enforcement, 
national security and civil rights is being threatened. 

FBI Agents investigating alleged violations of the civil rights 
act have been spat upon, assaulted, threatened, cursed, refused 
service in restaurants and other establishments, ordered out of 
buildings, told to get out of cities, counties and states, and 
refused information from company records or even permission to 
interview employees. 

These inexcusable outrages, committed by opponents of the Act, 
are a part of ray theme only in that they place in better perspec- 
tive our consideration of attacks made upon the FBI by proponents 
of the Act. 

The Americans for Democratic Action has condemned the FBI as 
"not wholeheartedly determined to enforce the civil rights laws, " 
"not able to do the Job"; the ADA urges that the FBI should be 
deprived of its role in civil rights cases and replaced by another 
agency. 

The noted civil rights advocate. Attorney Joseph L. Rauh, Jr., 
made a statement of ADA policy before the New York Civil Liberties 
Union which characterized FBI "failures" in Mississippi as "a 
national scandal"; charged Director Hoover with being hostile to 
civil rights, entangled with- southern lavr enforcement officers, 
a states righter, and "the wrong man for the Job." 

Others identified with the civil rights fie-ld have made 
similar attacks otci tho Bni?eaM and it.o Dlvootor,

Mr. Hoover, unlike Presidents arid Attorneys General, is 
not supposed to be an advocate of movements . He is sUpposed to 
be an impartial investigator of alleged crimes, a Judicious 
administrator of law enforcement, not a stump speaker in behalf 
bf social .or, political causes. Nothing could be more detrimental 
to the efficiency of law eriforcement pr the protection of civil 
liberties than to have the FBI ruled l)y zealots or by politicians 
or by ideologues of any cause except the proper and Constitutional 
enforcement of the iav^i 

Within the limits qf propriety placed around one who must 
stay out of the arena of. political controversy, Mr. Hoover has 
spoken out repeatedly and effectively in the cause of civil 
liberties and the protection of Constitutional rights, as those 
who have read his books and his speeches and his instructions 
to FBI Agents well know. So this charge, like many of the 
causes of dissatisfaction, rests really on a misunderstanding 
of Mr. Hoover's true role — and the role of the Bureau — a 
misunderstanding which has hurt both the civil rights movement 
and the FBI, 

Exhibit three ±s that Mr. Hoover's criticism of civil rights 
spokesmen who have attacked the FBI, or its Agents, "exhibits 
deep hostility towards the civil rights leadership," 

This, I say, is nonsense. And it has an almost totalitarian 
ring to it. 

The exchanges between civil rights leaders and Mr. Hoover 
have been unfortunate. I particularly regret Mr. Hoover's 
characterization of Dr. King as "the most notorious liar in the 
country" just as I regret the intemperate charges of Dr. King 
• , against Mr, Hoover and. the FBI which goaded Mr, Hoover into this 
defense of his Agents, 

This, in fact, is the theme of my remarks. Why are these 
attempts to divide good men in a good cause continuing? Mr. 
Hoover and Dr. King appear to have resolved their differences. 
\Jhy cannot lesser men? 

But to say that the Hoover criticism of Dr. King exhibits 
deep hostility to civil rights leadership is the kind of 
extremism that would also lead one to conclude that Mr. Rauh's 
criticism of Hoover exhibits deep hostility to law enforcement 
leadership. 

Both conclusions are obviously ridiculous. No man is immune 
from mistakes. And no man so personifies an entire movement as 
to be immune from criticism. 

Exhibit four is misleading and reveals the unfairness of 
taking quotes out of context and putting words into the othei? 
fellow's mouth, 

Mr. Rauh says "It is Mr. Hoover who has told the American 
public that he opposed resolute enforcement of the civil rights 
laws." It turns out that this is not Mr. Hoover speaking at all. 
It is Rauh's interpretation of Hoover. VJhat Mr. Hoover is quoted 
as saying is "It was due to the rather harsh approach to the 
Mississippi situation by authorities here in Washington, by the 
Department of Justice" — and here the quote ends. Standing by 
itself in that abbreviated form it means nothing. I have inquired 
and know that Mr. Hoover was talking about ill-prepared, ineffective 
attempts at enforcement that were not preceded by thorough, 
painstaking investigation. He was saying, what he has always 
said, that law enforcement without thorough investigation is ia 
flop and a farce and that in view of the hostility of some 
Southern police officers, the Federal case must be made ironclad 
by thorough FBI work before it could get anywhere — and even then 
justice can be fimst rated by local prejudice. 
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Mr, Hoover replied to ADA criticism of the Bureau in a spirited 
and impressive letter dated January 55 1965* which I ask unanimous 
consent to insei?t at the conclusion of; my remarks. The Hoover 
letter was responded to by Mi^.Rauhin his February 10 letter, which 
I also ask unanimous consent to insert in the Record, immediately 
following the Hoover letter, 

Mr, Hoover categorically 'denied the. rather vague charges that 
the FBI was not "whole-^heartedly determined t6 ehf'orce civil rights 
laws" and that it, "seemed unable to do. the jol)i"-fle clarified the 
role of the Bureau as one of investigdtibn, fact-gathering and 
fact-reporting, as opposed to the role of accuser, prosecutor, jury, 
judge or bodyguard. He cit^d a record of achievement and asked for 
specific facts concerning any failure to perform any assigned duty. 

But the specific facts have not been forthcoming, not a single 
one, as any reader of Mr, Rauh's well-publicized' response will 
readily see. 

Aside from the repetition of the inaccurate charge that the 
FBI had refused to infiltrate the Klan until last year, the Rauh 
version of specific facts consisted of dubious personal interpre- 
tations of Mr, Hoover's motives^ allegedly revealed in a number of 
Hoover quotes, taken out of context. 

It is a rather curious thing that this sort of attack — 
the attempted verbal assassination of an esteemed official — 
based on suspicion of his motives, unsubstantiated by fact and 
buttressed only by out-of -context quotes, should be made by a well- 
known civil libertarian in accepting a distinguished award from 
the American Civil Liberties Union of New York, One is tempted to 
speculate about the well- justified uproar that would have been 
loosed by Mr, Rauh and his colleagues had such an attack been made 
during the old days by Senator McCarthy, 

An excerpt from a 19-year-old letter from Mr. Hoover to 
Attorney General Tom Clark is brought forth by Mr, Rauh as Exhibit 
A: 

"I believe that at the present time the Bureau is expending a 
considerable amount of manpower investigating murders, lynchings 
and assaults, particularly in the Southern States in which there 
cannot conceivably be any violation of a Federal Statute. 
Generally, as a result of the aggressiveness of pressure groups " 
or as a result of newspaper stories appearing prominently in news- 
papers the Bureau is requested to initiate an investigation into 
a case Cor the purpose of determining whether there has been a 
violation of the Civil Liberties statutes,,," 

I see nothing sinister in this quote, even standing by itself 
without benefit of the remainder of the lietter. It merely express- 
ed Mr. Hoover's well-known concern for staying within his official 
jurisdiction. Moreover, it demonstrates that way back in 19^6 the 
FBI was giving the benefit of eaery doubt to those who claimed vio- 
lations of Federal statutes, whether or not such proved ultimately 
to be the case, \lhen I was in the Civil Rights Unit in the late 
30 's, our task was to try to establish, for the first time, the 
precedent that some of these lawless acts were violations of 
Constitutional rights. And to those who have come upon the civil 
rights scene in more recent years I am pleased to report that even 
in those early days, when the extent of Federal responsibility was 
highly debatable, Mr, Hoover afforded us every cooperation and 
assistance; and the progress which we made, of which I am proud,, 
was based upon the investigative work of the FBI, 

Exhibit two in Mr, Rauh's "guilt through disassociation" brief 
is that Mr. Hoover, unlike successive Presidents and Attorneys 
General, has not spoken out in support of the civil rights movement.

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Por many years, Mr. Hoover's watchword has been this: 

"Law enforcement is a protecting arm of civil 
liberties. Civil liberties cannot exist 
without law enforcement; law enforcement 
without civil liberties is a hollow mockery. 
They are parts of the same whole — one 
without the other becomes a dead letter." 

Advocates of civil liberties well refeember that during the 19^0 's 
we faced the greatest challenge to,,our devotion to due process 
of law. For we were the gadgets of the twb greatest aggressive, 
subversive movements of all time: the Nazi and the Communist 
conspiracies. 

If there was ever a time when panic and hysteria might have 
swept the land and turned our cherished concepts into a mockery, 
it was during this period. But it did not happen. And one of 
the reasons indeed, the reason why it did not happen was that 
the FBI under J. Edgar Hoover had anticipated the danger and 
was prepared to combat it with the methods of freedom. The 
FBI was capable df doing the job, and the public had confidence in 
this capability. Therefore, there was no hysteria, no pretext for 
meddling with precious rights. 

On Pearl Harbor Day, the Bureau advised the Attorney General 
of the basis for authorizing the arrest of l6,000 suspects. But 
this was no return to the mass, indiscriminate arrests of World 
War I days. 

A prominent lawyer in the Civil Liberties field, Morris L, 
Ernst, took some of these suspects as clients. He defended his 
clients before hearing boards and was able to free some of them. 
He has written that in every case there were fair hearings, with 
every consideration being shown to the defense. Mr. Ernst said 
that even in the case of those suspects who were acquitted, the 
'FBI had a justifiication for pipking >them up. There ^^was cause 
for suspicion, but the rights of the suspects were so rigidly 
observed that no injustice was done. 

And during the cold war period the FBI insisted that the 
same standards be applied in combatting the Communist menace. 

This is Mr. Hoover's greatest achievement. His contributions 
to developing and perfecting the science of law enforcement will 
live on in the organizations through which we combat lawlessness 
and subversion; but his elevation of civil liberties and his 
steadfast defense of them in times of great national upheaval 
will live as an enduring precedent and will strengthen the very 
fiber of freedom in America. 

Mr. Hoover has earned the friendship and the admiration of 
the Civil Liberties groups in this country, and responsible 
leaders of that great movement should come forward to acknowledge 
this. 

And so I say to my disgruntled friends in the civil rights 
movement, and to my indignant friends in the FBI — let us 
not allow these distractions, which mar every g3?eat effort, to 
come betv/een those who have long fought the good fight and who 
should now be forming together to finish the course. 

Granting that mistakes of judgment can and will be made • 
on all sides, let us be generous in attributing honor and good 
conscience to all who take part in this effort, to extend freedom. 
For by so doing we encourage eveiy man of good will to do his 
best, we promote the necessary spirit of conciliation, and we 
hasten the day when the strongest and most enduring protection of 
civil rights will reside, not in the civil rights movement, nor in 
the Justice Department, nor in the FBI, but in the consciences, and 
then the traditions, and then the folkways of the American people. 
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This is a strange indictment when one considers that both 
local and Federal law enforcement, under our system, depend upon 
a good working relationship between the two. The close cooperation 
by the FBI with local law enforcement is one of the most fruitful 
and salutary developments in the fight against crime, and one of 
the most promising facel^s of the effort to elevate the effective- 
ness and ethics of local law enforcement. 

The theory that an FBI Director is disqualified from 
effectively enforcing Federal law because of this close working 
relationship with state' and local police is a novel one and a 
fantastic one. 

' Mr. Hoover has been the principal enemy of local police 
bi?utality,..and obstruction, as personified in "The Red-Necked 
Sheriff." But to shut off the avenues of cooperation between 
the FBI and local police officers, which have done so much to 
uphold the law, would be a folly that no Director of the FBI 
would seriously consider. 

So much for the charges. I have shown that they are flimsy 
and baseless and that there is no real justification for the 
alienation of some civil rights leaders from the FBI. 

But the greatest proof of this lies in the achievements of 
the FBI in civil rights. These include the investigative 
background work which resulted in the filing of 6? suits by the 
Attorney General to end racial discrimination in voting in six 
states; preventive work assuring peaceful school desegregation 
in many districts; the solution of church burnings, bus burnings, 
assassinations and assaults in a half-dozen states; the cracking 
of the Medgar Evers case, of the McComb bombings, and of the 
deaths of the three civil rights workers slain near Philadelphia, 
Mississippi. 

Mr. President, I ask unanimous ^consent to insert immediately 
following the conclusion of my remarks a detailed compilation of 
FBI accomplishments in civil rights cases. 

This is a record wljii^ch needs no defense and no apology. 

It is a record of v/hich I am proud, not just as a former 
FBI man, nor as a 30-year campaigner for civil rights, but as an 
American, proud of the dedicated work of thousands of outstanding 
men and women which offers the best hope that we can have law 
enforcement without brutality, investigation without deprivation 
of rights, security without tyranny, and freedom without anarchy. 

That this most recent attack upon Mr. Hoover should come 
from, and be applauded by, persons conspicuous in the effort to 
strengthen civil liberties, is perhaps the unkindest cut of all. 

For his contribution to our national life has been far 
greater than that of developing the most efficient and effective 
law enforcement agency in history, important as that achievement 
has been. He has developed the ethics of law enforcement, along 
with its science and organization, and this will prove to be his 
greatest achievement. 

He has established a spirit in American lav^r enforcement 
which is just as interested in establishing innocence as in 
proving guilt. And he has been, at one and the same time, the 
foremost exponent of effective measures to enforce the law and 
the greatest protector of civil liberties in the pursuance of 
that goal. 
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This is the furthest thing I can imagine from an expression 
of hostility to effective enforcement of the law. it is in fact 
a plea for effective enforcement, a plea to pay proper attention 
to the necessary details of enforcement. 

Exhibit five is that the FBI is involved in a national 
scandal because of failure to ^olve the Mississippi church 
bombings. Unless one is justified in expecting a degree of 
perfection and omniscience in investigative work that is not 
reniotSly expected in any other calling, this charge is a classic 
in the realm of wrong -he adedness and over-simplification. 

The facts are that FBI Agents in McComb, Mississippi, in 
investigating this rash of bombings, met unparalleled hostility 
both from whites and Negroes there. They not only could get no 
cooperation initially, but were themselves victims of violence 
and threats. Nonetheless eleven men were arrested. Nine were 
brought to trial and entered pleas of guilty and nolo contendere. 
For their hideous offenses, Mississippi Circuit Court Judge 
Watkins gave the defendents a 30-minute lecture and set them all 
free on probation, on the grounds of their youth and good family 
backgrounds. Strangely, four of the bombers were aged respectively 
44, 36, 35, and 33. 

This is a local scandal, to be sure, but the FBI is no party 
to it and performed its duty in a commendable manner. 

Mr. Rauh's Exhibit number six of the "specific facts" — and 
now we are getting down closer to the bottom of the barrel — is 
a quote from the Progressive Magazine to the effect that Mr. 
Hoover's opening of a regional FBI office in Mississippi was 
belated. This needs no comment except to say that if the previous 
exhibit was an example of heavy-handed misrepresentation, this 
one reveals a petty spirit of nit-picking which..inakes some pretext 
for finding fault even with acts that are clearly laudable.

Exhibit seven is another Hoover quote oui? of context — I 
have been a states righter ail my life" — followed by Mr. Rauh's 
obiter dictum that "protecting civil rights is no job for a 
states righter." 

Mr. Hoover has been publicly saying for forty years that he 
is a states righter and everyone familiar with his work and his 
views knows exactly what he means. He means that local laws 
should be enforced by local law enforcement and Federal law, by 
Federal law enforcement. He means that he wants the cop on the 
corner to be a local police officer, not a Federal trooper. 

This has been a cornerstone of his law enforcement philosophy 
and that of the country. I know of no one who disagrees with it, 
no one who wants a national police force to take over our sidewalks 
and precincts. 

Every American, every citizen who believes in the Federal 
system, is a states righter in the same sense as is Mr. Hoover, 
And though I yield to no man in the advocacy of civil rights, I 
see no contradiction in stating that I am a states righter and 
will always remain so. 

There is no man more identified with the effective enforce- 
ment of Federal law than Mr. Hoover, and no man more perceptive 
to the limits of Federal law and the responsibilities of state 
and local law. To twist this traditional advocacy of the Federal 
system into a disavowal of Federal responsibility is unworthy and 
preposterous. 

Finally, we come to the ninth and concluding Exhibit of 
Mr. Hoover's alleged incapacity and unwillingness to carry out 
the Civil Rights Act, his "entanglement with local law officers," 
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February 25, 1965

Informal DeLoach to Mr. Tolson 7-19-65^ • 

The President turned to other things. He stated that, "Edgar had done a 
good job with the Evening Star. " He mentioned it was quite obvious that we had talked 
with. representatives of' the Star and that this paper had now turned to his favor. I told 
the President that the Director had made a very careful check as to any known animosity 
towards him, however, we had failed to find there was any animosity in this regard. 

The' President stated he was concerned about the future hearings to be held 
by the Fulbright Committee regarding U. S. intervention in the Dominican Republic. He 
stated before the hearings were oveywith, he anticipated that he would find it necessary to 
ask the Director to testify regarding the fact there had been communists attempting to 
take over the Dominican Republic. He added that the Director would also be in a position 
to testify regarding communist attempts in the United States to embarrass United States 
Government policy in the Dominican Republic. I told the President that while the 
Director could no doubt bolster the Administration/s position by his testimony, I felt it 
would be very inadvisable to- have the FBI testify before the Fulbright Committee or any 
other Congressional committee. The President asked me the "reason for this statement. 
I told him the Director, by precedent, had made it a policy not to appear iDefore^ 
Congressional committees. I added that Senator Jim Eastland had constantly wanted the 
Director to appear relative, to judicial appointments. I mentioned that such appearances 
could be both embarrassing to the Administration and most certainly would take tiie FBI 
out of the category of a nonevaluation agency. -Jhe^Pr.esident stated we had a point there,

The- President told me that Senator Tdni Dodd had-peeri doing an excellent 
job for the Administration.

The President asked, if I could have prepared a careful resolution 
which will be passed before The American Legion defending his position in Vietnam and 
the Dominican Republic.
